—don't rest until you’ve got them. 
Then, don’t be content until you've 
got something else. Keep up with the 
Joneses. Don't let them get ahead. Go 
them one better. 

2. Dwell on your troubles. True, 
other people have troubles, but yours 
are yours. What if Mrs. Doe is dying 
of cancer and the Browns had to lose 
their home on a mortgage caused by 
hospital bills? So what? Your troubles 
hurt you. 

Not long ago, while I was shaking 
hands with parishioners at the church 
door I heard this familiar voice: “Rev- 
erend, I want you to know I’ve got 
troubles. My doctor told me I had to 
reduce. Fifteen hundred calories a day! 
Imagine!” Just before her stood a 
mother who recently lost a two-month- 
old baby. Behind her was a woman 
whose husband drinks like a fish. But 
to this woman, so adept at Point Two, 
the hardship of not eating like a hog 
was the biggest trouble in the world. 

8. Nourish your grievances. Don’t 
let them die. They can become your 
sole reason for existing. Tell others your 
pet peeves, especially those peeves you 
can’t do anything about. Venting your 
spleen helps confirm and strengthen

grievances which would die of neglect 
otherwise. 

4. Believe that happiness can be 
achieved by working for it. Happiness, 
of course, can’t be bottled and .held. 
Rather it comes indirectly, a_by- 
product of service, love, and self-for- 
getfulness. To be truly miserable you 
must concentrate on being happy. The 
pursuit of happiness is just that—pur- 
suit and nothing else. Chase happiness 
up this alley and that—Pleasure Place, 
Possessions Avenue, Style Street, Bril- 


liance Boulevard. They're dead-end 
roads, but the scenery’s nice for a 
while. 


5. Always put yourself first. If you 
don’t take care of No. One, who will? 
Some of mankind’s wisest sages have 
put this question. As yet, no satisfac- 
tory answer has bobbed up. (The 
Bible, on the other hand, says we must 
love God with all our hearts, minds, 
strength, and souls, and our neighbor 
as ourselves. No provision is made for 
the first person singular.) In every de- 
cision, ask this question: “How does 
this affect me?” Your convenience, your 
career, your pocketbook, your time, 
your future—protect them. Let no de- 
cision, however small, be decided by 
sentimental altruism. Be hard headed, 
practical! 

6. Take no responsibility in civic, 
church or political affairs. That is, un- 
less you see personal benefit resulting. 
For example, working on the Com- 
munity Chest drive might result in 
wonderful business contacts. Joining 
the right church doesn’t hurt, But don’t 
go out on a limb. 

Everybody knows that politics is a 
dirty game, civic organizations are run 
by do-gooders who have more time 
than sense, and churches are for wo- 
men and children. Sure, we need them, 
these institutions, but they'll get along. 
They always have. The thing for you to 
do is nothing, unless forced by private

Besides this, Rev. Stewart has completed 
and payed for a Hungarian hymnbook, to- 
gether with music, with fifty of the best Prot- 
estant Hungarian hymns, taken from the Hun- 
garian Reformed, Lutheran and Baptist hymn- 
books. 

In closing we wish to emphasize that a 
definite work has been accomplished by Rev. 
Douglas Stewart and his Mission in that they 
have laid a very important groundwork for 
the future spiritual and physical aid among 
the Hungarian refugees. 

Last, but most important of all, Rev. 
Douglas Stewart has been instrumental in 
rescuing individuals and families out of 
Hungary into the freedom of the West, at 
great personal risk to his own life.

BUDGET: See how a man spends his 
money and you can tell a good deal 
about him—his hopes, fears, faiths. 
The same goes for nations. President 
Eisenhower's 1957-58 budget totals al- 
most 72 billions, highest in peacetime 
history. Last time around it was about 
70 billion dollars. Most of the increase 
is in the national security column. 
The budget message followed on the 
heels of the President’s State of the 
Union speech, in which he admonished 
others, notably labor and industry, to 
hold the line. You may choose to make 
something of that paradox, even as 
did Secretary of the Treasury Hum- 
phrey. Or you may prefer to make 
something of the fact that Mr. Eisen- 
hower called for a line-holding opera- 
tion because he was aware that infla- 
tion skyrockets the cost of running a 
government just as it does the cost 
of running a home or a business. 

A close look at the unequal slices of 
the budget pie offers food for thought. 
Of the 72 billions, 43 billions-plus (up 
from last year’s 41) are slated for na- 
tional security, or in other words, de- 
fense. To put it bluntly, defense against 
Russia, who else? That means Russia is 
costing us roughly four-sevenths of the 
total expenditures of the U.S. govern- 
ment. 

Two other startlers: the budgeted 
cost of “general government,” the cost 
simply of running the store—leaving 
out agricultural benefits, welfare, dam- 
building, all the other trimmings—is 
$1,451,000,000. Compare that with the 
above. Compare it even with the gov- 
ernment’s budgeted allowance for in- 
terest payment on its debts: $7,360,- 
000,000! 


ETERNAL LIGHT: No great news value 
in the following event. Nothing that 
will change the course of history. But 
perhaps it is a small allegory of our 
age. In New York’s little Madison 
Square Park, there’s a 125-foot shaft 
in a war memorial. Atop the shaft is 
the “Eternal” Light, dedicated in 1924, 
and dimmed only once since then. A 
system was set up for the changing of 
the electric bulbs “lighting” the Light, 
and there were “foolproof” factors that

included automatic switchovers to re- 
serve bulbs if any of the three lamps 
operating at one time burned out. But 
no one had taken into account the pos- 
sibility that the circuits supplying 
current to the lamps might become 
shorted, Not so long ago, exactly this 
happened. The light was off for four 
days and nights. And the barb to the 
story: the people responsible for keep- 
ing the Eternal Light burning didn’t 
even know it was out until a man who 
worked in an office building nearby 
brought it to their attention. 





STRAWS: Even before President Ei- 
senhower was inaugurated for his sec- 
ond term, there was speculation about 
the Republican candidate for 1960. 
Senator William F. Knowland of Cali- 
fornia gave new grist to the specula- 
tors when he suddenly (and inadvert- 
ently?) announced that he did not 
intend to run for re-election to the 
Senate in 1958. Would he run for the 
governorship of his state in 1958, and 
for the Presidency in 1960? Tune in 
one and three years from now, and find 
out. 

Meanwhile, Vice President Nixon 
holds his lead, as the Republican most 
likely to be nominated for President 
upon Mr. Eisenhower's retirement.

scene: there is a growing feeling in the 
Administration that the V.P. should 
work fulltime in the executive branch, 
and that the Senate should elect its 
own presiding officer, as does the 
House. The shift would require a con- 
stitutional amendment. Another straw 
in the Vice-Presidential upgrading 
wind: there’s talk of a separate “White 
House” for the V.P., and likelihood 
that a suitable mansion will be offered 
to the government as a gift for this 
purpose. (The Nixons would not be 
affected, on this.) 


DROUGHT: What causes it? Sun spots? 
Air streams? Other mischief makers? 
Whatever the cause, 30 million acres 
in 13 states are hard hit. The experts 
say we have all the makings of the big- 
gest and worst dust bowl in U.S. his- 
tory. That was the reason for President 
Eisenhower's on-the-spot survey, Tlie 
President’s coming to look had of itself 
encouragement value for the farmers 
being hurt. And _ eye-witnessing a 
tragedy can’t help making a deep im- 
pression on the eye-witness. : 

A drought doesn’t happen over- 
night. This one has been creeping in 
for over 13 years. The Texas Pan- 
handle had something less than 10 
inches of rain last year—and the 
driest year of the well-publicized dust- 
bowl ’30’s had more than 12. In Kansas 
and Oklahoma, the cumulative short- 
age of rainfall in the last five years has 
been three feet. 

Some weather forecasters say that 
rains are on the way, that this spring 
will mark the end of dry weather. We 
hope they’re right. But they could be 
wrong. The one conclusion that stands 
out is that man continues to be help- 
less against the forces that provide or 
take away his most basic needs. Even 
the President, having appropriated 
funds to help meet immediate prob- 
lems of the stricken, can only, like the 
rest of us, pray. 


“MONGANGA”: It’s not often this re- 
porter gets a spiritual wallop out of a 
television program. It did happen last 
November, when we watched the 
March of Medicine hour-long docu- 
mentary on a day in the life of a Congo 
medical missionary. Narration, dia- 
logue, filming were reverent, warm, 
understanding. Apparently a lot of 
people were impressed, for the pro- 
gram is to be repeated March 5 (9:30 
p.M. EST on NBC-TV). The other 
members of our family missed the first 
showing. But they'll all be in front of 
the TV on March 5, even if homework, 
churchwork or housework schedules 
have to be re-arranged to do it.

MACMILLAN: Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan will try to pick up the 
pieces that Sir Anthony Eden, victim 
of history as much as of impulse, left 
on the floor. The fact that Mr. Mac- 
millan (who supported the Suez inva- 
sion) rather than Mr. Butler (who did 
not) got the job indicated no disposi- 
tion in Britain, at least on the part 
of the Conservatives, to disown the 
military debacle. Further evidence was 
the retention of Mr, Eden’s Foreign 
Secretary Selwyn Lloyd. Whether the 
Conservative government itself can 
long endure, is another matter, de- 
pending, in part, upon how well Prime 
Minister Macmillan captures the 
British imagination. 

He made a good start at doing just 
that. In a radio address to the nation 
he sounded like Knute Rockne nee- 
dling a losing team into life. “Every 
now and again since the war,” he told 
his people, “I’ve heard people say: 
‘Isn’t Britain only a second or third 
class power now? Isn’t she on the way 
out?’ What nonsense!” Of relations 
with America he said: “We don’t in- 
tend to part from the Americans and 
we don’t intend to be satellites.” 


CYPRUS: It’s one British problem that 
refuses to go away. Mr. Macmillan 
and his cohorts surely can’t do much 
worse with it than their predecessors. 
At one count, Cypriot underground 
terrorists had killed 72 British soldiers, 
and 33,000 British soldiers had killed 


or wounded 70 terrorists and jailed -

thousands of suspects. One correspond- 
ent reported that Cyprus today is a 
police state more severe than anything 
in the history of British colonialism. 
The governor, Field Marshall Sir John 
Harding, can jail people as he chooses, 
without trial, without bringing them to 
trial. He holds the power of life and 
death. Still the revolt continues. 

How extricate Britain, save Cyprus 
as a baseP Maybe by getting NATO 
into the act. And that means the 
U.S. 


EGYPT: For a fellow in financial trou- 
ble Colonel Nasser goes out of his way 
to make things hard for himself. His 
latest beaut was “Egyptianizing” the 
banks and insurance companies in his 
country. The plan provides government 
control of foreign-owned concerns 
through a kind of national holding 
corporation, which will have enough 
shares in each concern to give Egypt 
a voice in management. The new 
laws are effective immediately for 
British and French companies; others 
have five years in which to convert. 
All of which means that outside in- 
vestors are going to be mighty 
wary about putting any money into 
Egypt, making Egypt worse off than 
she is now. Mr. Nasser wanted 
whole hog on the Canal, too. Instead 
of taking a long-range look, he simply 
moved in—as now he is doing with the 
banks—and you know what happened. 
Oil to Europe was cut off by the re- 
sultant “protest,” but so were Canal 
tolls. It seems to us that the Colonel 
is remarkably short-sighted, perhaps a 
rather typical infirmity of dictators. 


HIRAKUD: When foreign “aid” is so 
often justified by the argument that 
it’s really a U.S. security project, and 
when any request for such aid gets the 
jaundiced question, “What's in it for 
us?” from U.S. citizens and lawmakers 


alike, it’s encouraging to look at the 
just-completed Hirakud power and irri- 
gation project in India. American engi- 
neers and equipment helped to build 
the big Hirakud dam, to tame the 
treacherous Mahanadi River, make it 
work for 100 million residents of East 
India. The project will irrigate more 
than a million acres of farmland and 
will produce electricity. 

The U.S. contribution was about $3 
million, the whole thing cost $140 mil- 
lion. Our part was not a large one— 
belying the notion that we have to do 
all or nothing. But it was a part in 
which we can take satisfaction. No 
horsetrading, no intrigue, no payoff. 


ODER-NEISSE: These are the territories 
taken from Germany by Russia as a 
sop to Poland for Polish territory an- 
nexed by Russia. Germany has never 
ceased to work and pray for the return 
of the area, regarded as a rightful part 
of the Fatherland. 

Latest indication of the hope that 
burns eternal in the German breast is 
the new official name West Germans 
are using for this area. Instead of the 
Oder-Neisse Territories, from now on 
it is, “Eastern territories of Germany 
(as of December 31, 1937), presently 
under foreign administration.” 

Don’t discount German persistence! 
It paid off in the Saar, and may pay off 
again.

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Hungarian Lutheran Church, follow- 
ing the October revolution, has become 
a lecturer on the state-operated Buda- 
pest Radio, Budapest newspapers said 
Bishop Dezsery was given the new 
post by the government because he had 
been a “loyal supporter” of the Com- 
munists. And just before Dezsery was 
“taken care of,” Bishop Janos Peter, 
who for ‘all practical purposes was 
thrown out of his job as head of the 
Trans-Tiscian District of the Hungar- 
ian Reformed Church, was named by 
the government to be president of the 
Cultural Relations Institute. 

That leaves a couple of collaborators 
still unaccounted for—Bishop Lajos 
Veto and Bishop Albert Bereczky. It 
will be interesting to see what, if any- 
thing, the Communists will do for 
them. 


“BABY DOLL”: Reaction to the motion 
picture film by churchmen, and reac- 
tions to reactions, continue to be just 
about as provocative as the film itself. 
In Syracuse, N.Y., for example, local 
newspapers refused to accept advertis- 
ing for “Baby Doll.” (Personally, we 
think they were fully justified by the 
nature of the ads we've been seeing, 
aside from the quality of the film it- 
self.) All but two radio and TV sta- 
tions joined in the ban. One would be 
inclined to applaud these media for 
their discretion—just as one prominent 
segment of Protestantism applauds the 
same media when they refuse to ac- 
cept liquor advertising. But what hap- 
pened among the Syracuse clergy? 
They rose up in arms—not against the 
film, but against the media! They said 
the refusal of the newspapers, etc., to 
accept “Baby Doll” advertising was a 
cause “for concern and alarm.” They 
went on to remark, “While we do not 
propose, either by declaration or im- 
plication, to defend this film, we do 
believe that the whole concept of free 
communications in a free society is 
endangered by the power and ability 
of an organized pressure group to im- 
pose its convictions on the total com- 
munity.” The “organized’ minority 
pressure group” to which they were 
referring was obviously the Roman 


Catholic Church, which has _ con- 
demned the film. 

It seems to us that it’s about time 
for Protestants to realize that they 
don’t have to oppose something simply 
because the Roman Catholics are for 
it, or cease supporting it simply be- 
cause the Roman Catholics are against 
it. Why noi agreement on points where 
there is and should be agreement, even 
though for different reasons, perhaps, 
possibly different motivations? 


BOYCOTT: On the other hand, we 
don’t have to keep silent when we feel 
the Roman Catholics or any other 
group are overstepping. In Albany, 
N.Y., there appears to us to be a clear 
case of overstepping. Bishop William 
A. Scully ordered Roman Catholics to 
boycott the Strand Theater for six 
months because of its decision to show 
the film that was causing trouble in 
Syracuse. It seems to us it’s one thing 
to urge the staying away from a show- 
ing of a particular movie. Any church 
can urge such a course upon its mem- 
bers. But to demand that members 
boycott a theater for six months is to 
introduce a penalizing element into 
the situation that goes beyond moral 
suasion and which does not even make 
sense. Suppose, for example, the Strand 
were to exhibit an admittedly good 
picture during that six-month period 
—and the law of average indicates that 
there will be many good ones over 
that length of time. The Bishop is say- 
ing that his people must refuse them- 
selves the benefit of seeing something 
good, simply to make the theater good 
and sorry that it ever overrode the 
Church’s disapproval in the first place. 
Such a blind boycott, by any religious 
body, seems to us to be little more than 
whitemail. 


LAYMEN: They're finally coming in 
for their just share of credit, even 
though by their nature they’ve been 
too busy to stand around waiting for a 
pat on the head. Methodist Bishop 
Richard C. Raines, valiant defender of 
the layman, has loosed a blast that 
should have turned a number of theo- 
logical cheeks a bright pink. Argues

He 
criticized the tendency of ministers to 
consider laymen as “religious ama- 
teurs,” simply because they do not earn 
their living by preaching. “The layman 
is an expert in communications out on 
the world’s firing line,” he contended. 
“We have to use laymen to help evan- 
gelize the world.” He pointed out that 
the clergy make up only .3 per cent of 
the world’s population, and “if laymen 
aren’t active, you've left out more than 
99 per cent of God’s people.” 


KLAN: We don’t know what adjec- 
tives or adverbs you will choose to 
apply to the service conducted in a 
Baptist church at Mulberry, Florida. 
We have our own. A Ku Klux Klan 
leader was invited by the pastor and 
three deacons to officiate at the church. 
The leader, accompanied by more than 
40 klansmen garbed in robes and wear- 
ing masks, led the congregation in 
prayer.

COMMUNION: An old crusade has 
flared up again, this time in Vancouver, 
British Columbia. An Anglican phy- 
sician is “disturbed” about the possi- 
ble infection spread by the multiple 
use of the single communion cup. 
Wrote he to the Canadian Medical 
Journal, in words inelegant but medi- 
cinal: when 50 or more communicants 
drink from one vessel, “it is exactly 
the same, from the hygienic point of 
view, as if 50 or more people drink 
from the same wine or beer glass in a 
tavern.” He said that many diseases, 
“such as tuberculosis, Vincent’s angina, 
the common cold and any infection of 
the mouth and upper respiratory pas- 
sages may be spread, and are spread, 
by using unwashed containers.” Many 
of the clergy, the doctor said, have 
the mistaken impression that the alco- 
hol in the communion wine (in the 
churches of which he was speaking) 
is sufficiently antiseptic to destroy bac- 
terial. contamination. This he tagged a 
“fallacy.”

.- an address delivered at Union Theological Semi- 
nary in New York City to some 350 women attend- 
ing one of the Morning Lecture Series, Dr. Henry P. 
Van Dusen, president of the seminary, said: “The 
Church must center her efforts on how she can do more 
for the laity, rather than how the laity can do more for 
the Church.” He said that the present denominational 
church organization is inadequate to meet the layman’s 
needs, and went on, as reported in a release of the 
Religious News Service, “rather than mobilizing the 
layman’s resources to uphold the Church in its work, 
the Church must mobilize its resources to uphold the 
layman in his work.” Ninety-nine per cent of the church 
membership are lay people who spend half of their 
waking hours on their jobs and Dr. Van Dusen affirmed 
“that it is here that the Church has almost wholly failed 
to help them directly.” 


Dr Van Dusen took direct issue with the assumption, 
that in our opinion governs the present ecumenical 
movement, that only clergymen can speak for the 
Church. He committed himself to the laity as “the am- 
bassadors of Christ in the world,” and said that if the 
Church is to speak intelligently to the world “it must 
be through the lives and deeds of its laymen.” He then 
made this, to us heartwarming statement, “the Church 
has no right to speak on issues of the secular order 
except as their pronouncements are informed and de- 
termined by the wisdom and experience of Christian 
laymen with firsthand knowledge of the problems. The 
Church cannot implement its pronouncements, effect- 
ing transformations in society, except through the 
decisions and deeds of Christian laymen who stand 
at the points of divergence and hold the helms of 
power. Society is effectively changed not by the enun- 
ciation of abstract principles, however true, noble and 
impressive, but only by decisions made day by day in 
industry, politics, business and world affairs.” 

In the April 1956 issue of Curist1an HERALD, the lead 
editorial carried the title, “Who Speaks for the Lay- 
man?” In this editorial we identified ourselves with the 
factual and statesmanlike report of J. Howard Pew, 
chairman of the National Lay Committee of the Na- 
tional Council of the Churches of Christ in the U.S.A.

@ WHAT CAUSED THE HUNGARIAN

R. THEODORE A. GILL, who is executive edi-

Dr. Josef Hromadka, controversial Czech churchman. 

Dr. Gill attended the August meeting of the World 
Council of Churches which was held in Budapest. De- 
scribing the speech of Dr. Hromadka, who was a central 
figure at that Budapest meeting, Dr. Gill said that he 
was saddened by Hromadka’s remarks, that his (Hro- 
madka’s) report of a visit to Communist China was 
the work of a “naive and gullible man.” “I am con- 
vinced,” he continued, “that Hromadka is trying to 
preach two gospels—the Christian and the Communist.” 

It has taken Dr. Gill and others a long time to reach 
this conclusion which, in my opinion, is an under- 
statement. Dr. Hromadka, twice recipient of the Stalin 
peace prize, was just as “naive and gullible” with a 
good deal added, at the Evanston Plenary Session of 
the World Council of Churches more than two years 
ago, where he was made a member of the Council's 
Central Committee of approximately 100. 

It is interesting to note that Dr, Gill is quoted as 
blaming the revolt in Red Hungary on “boredom.” He 
found Hungarians leading a “drab, dull and grim life,” 
life so rigidly controlled by the central government 
“that they have no chance to exercise any freedom of 
choice.” Budapest he describes as a ghost town in 
which masses of people just “shuffle along.” And this 
same “boredom” the American churchman found in 
all other satellite countries. 

There is, of course, something more, much more, to 
be said as to the cause of the Hungarian Revolution. 
No doubt Dr. Gill also discovered this. Hungarians 
rose again to fight and die for freedom. “Give me 
liberty or give me death,” the immortal shout of 
Patrick Henry, was the bugle call that rang along the 
Danube. 
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I F you are a reasonably active church- 
member, you may be overpaying 
your Federal income tax. 

To put it another way: During the 
last year it is probable that you have 
made more tax-deductible contribu- 
tions than you think, assuming that you 
plan to itemize your 1956 contributions 
and other deductions on the “long 
form,” rather than use the blanket de- 
duction offered by the “short forms.” 

The larger your total of allowable 
contributions, the less income tax you 
will have to pay by the April 15 dead- 
line, or, in the case of overpayment, 
the greater will be your refund. Any 
tax saving becomes in effect “found 
money” that you can give to your 
church (recording it, of course, for 
your next year’s return as a contribu- 
tion) or use in any way you wish. 

However you look at it, the pay- 
ment of taxes can scarcely be said to 
be one of the more pleasurable activi- 
ties of life. But it is nevertheless essen- 
tial in our kind of world. Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes covered the ground 
pretty well when he called taxes “the 


price of civilization.” For the church- 
goer, taxes are this—and something 
more. The churchmember may regard 
his tax responsibility as an opportunity 
and challenge to exercise practical 
Christian citizenship. 

In the last analysis, America’s sys- 
tem of income tax collection must de- 
pend upon the individual honesty of 
its citizens. True, there are Revenue 
Agents to check up on some returns 
(though only a fraction of all returns 
filed), and there are fines and prison 
sentences to deter the willful tax 
evader. But the ultimate enforcement 
of the Internal Revenue Code depends 
upon the observance by all taxpayers 
of God’s law: Thou shalt not steal; 
thou shalt not bear false witness. 

Our Lord’s command was to render 
unto Caesar the things that are Cae- 
sar’s. But not all. belongs to Caesar. 
As the distinguished Judge Learned 
Hand has stated: “Taxes are enforced 
exactions, not voluntary contributions. 
No one has a duty to pay more than 
the law demands. To ask more in the 
name of morals is mere cant.”

What does the law demand and per- 
mit regarding the deduction of con- 
tributions to religious, charitable, edu- 
cational and similar organizations? 

For the conscious purpose of en- 
couraging gifts to religious organiza- 
tions—on the basis that the elevation 
of the moral tone of the community 
helps to build the fabric of a sound 
democracy—the law permits a taxpayer 
to deduct for income tax purposes gifts 
made to his church. Indeed, the law 
encourages not only tithing (10 per- 
cent), but triple tithing. Gifts to a 
church of up to 30 percent of an in- 
dividual’s income are deductible. And 
in fact, if in eight of the last 10 years 
a taxpayer’s charitable gifts plus his 
federal income taxes equal 90 percent 
of his adjusted gross income, there is 
no limitation on his charitable deduc- 
tions. Relatively few taxpayers, how- 
ever, come under this section. 

The direct cash contributions that 
you make for the support of the day- 
to-day activities of your church, fre- 
quently by making a pledge that is 
fulfilled through the year by the use 


{ tax specialist points out that possible tax savings a 


churchmember may make can increase his church giving 
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of envelopes or otherwise, are, of 
course, the most immediate examples 
of deductible contributions. Inciden- 
tally, if you are called upon to verify 
your return, a record of your pledge 
payments can easily be obtained from 
your church treasurer if you use the 
envelope or similar method—an im- 
portant advantage of systematic giving. 

In addition, don’t forget to include 
any cash contributions which you may 
have made to other churches, perhaps 
when you were on vacation last sum- 
mer. 

The coins that you press into the 
chubby little hand of your Beginner 
to drop into the Sunday-school collec- 
tion are also deductible by you. Re- 
member, too, that “church” includes 
all the affiliated organizations to which 
you may have made contributions—the 
choir, the men’s club, the women’s 
society or others. 

Cash contributions to your church 
are deductible even if they are made 
in a somewhat more indirect manner, 
Your contributions may take the form 
of dues to a church organization, such 
as the men’s club or the choir guild. 
As long as there is no distinct personal 
benefit in return for these dues, which 
you would not have without paying 
your dues—such as, for example, the 
privilege of attending a series of edu- 


cational lectures—they are contribu- 
tions to your church. 

Suppose you become a patron for 
the Sunday-school play. As such, you 
contribute three times the general ad- 
mission charge to the play and in re- 
turn simply have your name on the 
program. Clearly, the difference be- 
tween what you paid as a patron and 
the general admission charge to the 
play is nothing more or less than a de- 
ductible contribution to the Sunday 
school. 


F Lowers given to the church in 
loving memory, or a more permanent 
addition to your church’s beauty or 
service, such as a set of silver candle- 
sticks or a stained glass window even 
though given as a memorial bearing 
your name or your family’s, are still 
deductible contributions. 

Gifts may be made in property as 
well as in cash. Gifts of stocks or other 
securities are popular among many 
Christian givers blessed with this 
world’s goods. Any increase in value 
over the purchase price of such stock 
given to the church is not taxable to 
to individual giver when he gives it 
away, though it would be if he sold the 
stock and then gave the money, In- 
deed, in a few cases, extremely high- 
income taxpayers actually make a cash-

in-pocket saving by giving stock to a 
church rather than selling it and keep- 
ing the proceeds! 

For the relatively more prosperous 
giver, there are a wide variety of ar- 
rangements whereby gifts may be made 
to the church through trusts and annu- 
ities with significant tax savings. Of 
course in these cases the giver should 
consult his attorney or accountant. 

Other more general gifts of property, 
the kind most of us make, should not 
be overlooked. The suit of clothes you 
give to the missionary barrel, the chil- 
dren’s furniture to be repainted and 
used in the church school nursery, cos- 
tume jewelry which you contributed 
to the odds and ends table at the 
bazaar last spring—all are contributions 
to the extent of their fair market value 
at the time of the contribution. Pre- 
sumably, this would be at least the 
amount for which they were sold at 
the bazaar, assuming that the church 
was not attempting to wring the last 
dollar out of their resale value. 


You may even deduct the cost of. 


ingredients for the cakes you bake for 
the women’s guild bake sale—but with- 
out any allowance for your time and 
effort. 

Indeed, no deduction may be taken 
for the value of time and effort devoted 
by you to church work. But that works 
two ways. There is nothing like the 
warm glow of inner satisfaction you get 
from a job of Christian service well 
done, whether coaching the young peo- 
ple’s group in their Christmas play, 
faithfully teaching a Sunday-school 
class, or something else—a wealth for 
which you can’t be taxed. 

But in connection with your service 
to the church, you may deduct any 
unreimbursed expenses incurred by 
you. These expenses may be quite sub- 
stantial, as in the case of a delegate 
to a national or regional conference of 
the church who pays some or all of his 
own expenses for transportation, hotels 
and meals. 

Travel expenses do not have to be 
substantial however, to be deductible. 
Expenses simply in going to and from 
choir rehearsal are equally as deduct- 
ible as those of a trans-continental trip 
and may total a significant figure over 
the course of a year. Similarly, you 
may deduct the cost of gas and oil 
consumed in driving your car for the 
every-member canvass, or taking your 
Sunday-school class on a field trip to 
a nearby mission settlement house. 
Even the cost of toll telephone calls 
or postage incurred by you in connec- 
tion with your church work, say, as 
finance chairman, should not be over- 
looked. 

Other incidental expenses for which 
a deduction may be claimed would be 
the cost of buying or cleaning any uni-

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HERE is a great dividing line between in- 

telligence and lack of it in the field of temper- 
ance. The temperance cause needs to study human 
motivation as never before. Until temperance 
forces understand that human beings act from 
different motives, and learn to phrase their mes- 
sage to meet those different motivations, they shall 
continue to reach only a very minor segment of 
the American population. 

Out of bad motivations can come good things, 
and out of good motivations can come bad things. 
There have been occasions in history when a man 
set out to make himself wealthy and has incident- 
ally benefited all mankind, and there have been 
occasions, many of them when from the best 
motives and intentions in the world, human beings 
have been hurt miserably for the rest of their lives. 

Some are motivated because of personal tragedy 
in their lives. This is good motivation, but it some- 
times makes them inefficient workmen; they them- 
selves may be so intemperate in their approach to 
temperance that they drive temperate people 
away from temperance. There are some temperance 
leaders who are so intemperate that nobody in a 
cold logical mind wants to have anything to do 
with them or with the cause they represent. We 


can attack an evil so hard that me begin to attack 
people, and as a result drive away those who might 
support our cause. 

We had better be recognizing the kinds of peo- 
ple we are trying to reach and with whom we 
need to work. 

First of all, we have those whom I call “Christian 
Temperance People.” They subscribe to the basic 
principle that when one becomes a Christian he 
enters into a special relationship with God whereby 
he becomes, in the words of Paul, “the temple of 
the Holy Ghost.” 

In my opinion it is difficult to prove the doctrine 
of total abstinence through the Scriptures. As a 
non-theologian, I think more time has been wasted 
in attempting to do it than it’s worth. If, however, 
you subscribe to New Testament theology, you can 
establish as the goal of every Christian the goal of 
total abstinence. And you can establish it for more 
than one reason. You can establish it as a duty 
to your fellow men, as a duty to God, as a means 
to keep yourself clean and pure. 

I read from Romans 14 in a modern version: 
“Let us stop criticizing one another; rather make 
up your mind never to put a stumbling block or 
hindrance in your brother’s way.” The right course 
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A national leader in the temperance movement 
takes some hefty whacks at the traditional arm- 


waving methods and outlines a saner and probably 


more fruitful approach 


is to abstain from flesh or wine or indeed from 
anything that your brother feels is a stumbling 
block. This is a basic principle of Christian brother- 
hood, the idea that we are our brother’s keeper. 

The principal of Christian temperance needs in- 
creasing emphasis and application to the Christian 
Church. The first task, in my opinion, of the 
temperance forces, is to organize within those 
branches of the Christian Church—and they are a 
majority—that believe this doctrine of Christian 
temperance. They need a concerted program of 
Christian education and agitation until it reaches 
down to every level. 


Tuar, I submit, is the first goal. It is in this area 
where the temperance orator can hold forth. He 
can talk about all the blood in the gutter he wants 
to, and all the evils of alcohol he wishes, of which 
there are many, because he will be speaking to 
what is in essence a partisan audience. 

Although we have not been organized in this 
area, as we should, we have been moving slowly 
in the last ten years. But there is still no sign on 
the horizon of a strong inter-church temperance 
organization on a national level, as there ought 
to be and as. there must be if inevitably the

churches are going to do this task. There is not 
a single Protestant denomination committed to an 
inter-church temperance program on the national 
level today in America. There is an unlimited op- 
portunity within the Church. 

Now, let’s move on to a second group. We have 
developed in our. modern civilization a_philo- 
sophical group of people who may or may not 
belong to a church but who are not Christians 
in the sense that we used the term 50 years ago. 
Their motivation is basically the creed of Emanuel 
Kant, the principle of non-hurt to one’s self and 
one’s fellow beings, and the abstinence from that 
which will hurt society. Many of our educated 
people on the university level fall in this category. 

While teaching at the University of Michigan 
it was my privilege to become acquainted with 
many such men. In the department where I taught 
we had 37 men of the rank of Instructor or above, 
and of that group 19 were total abstainers from 
both alcohol and tobacco. Of that group of 19, 
only 16 were motivated by what I would call the 
basic Christian motivation, The other three ab- 
stained because either they felt that they couldn’t 
afford to indulge for their own selves’ sake, or, 
for the sake of their (Continued on next page)

coln called it “government of the people, by the people, for the people.” 
This means government by the majority. 

By way of contrast, allow me to remind you that Marxism violently 
contradicts this reasonable, fundamental principle, flatly denies that 
man is endowed with natural or spiritual liberty, and ruthlessly beats 
down all dissenters with the sword. Let me add, as a sort of footnote, 
that Marxism nevertheless does this in the name of freedom from want, 
but this is vot liberalism in any real sense. It is, at bottom, a reiteration 
of that age-old tyranny under which the race suffered ceaseless in- 
dignities and oppression for countless generations. 

Also let me remind you that Marxism and Democracy may possibly 
live side by side as neighbors, but mever live in harmony within the 
precincts of the same household, Although the idea of Marxists and 
free men dividing the responsibilities of government in the same coun- 
try is too ridiculous even to think about, it has been advocated by cer- 
tain of our own people in the past. Any government which admits 
Communists to positions of trust and authority—whether they achieve 
them by force, parliamentary processes, or appointment—places its 
neck under a yoke and sows the seed of discord, destruction, and death. 
Coalition governments between free men and Marxists is as much a 


monstrosity as an alliance between Christ and Belial! 





families and their neighbors and their 
friends. They operated strictly from 
philosophical, intellectual, moral mo- 
tivations. 

The temperance cause has done ab- 
solutely nothing to touch this group of 
people in America. We haven’t even 
begun to look for them, much less to 
win them. 

The literature, the speeches, the ap- 
proaches that reach the group in the 
church are useless with this group 
which, in most cases, is outside the 
church. We use language they don’t 
understand; we make assertions to 
which they cannot subscribe. We make 
appeals to motivation which they are 
utterly incapable of following. 

The temperance cause needs to give 
serious consideration to reaching this 
important group of people. They may 
not be large numerically, but intellec- 
tually and otherwise they are a signi- 
ficant portion of our popuation. 

There is a third group for which we 
are beginning to do something. It is 
the group of people I call the “unin- 
formed.” They are not prejudiced 
strongly in any direction. They simply 
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lack knowledge. They may be, for ex- 
ample, impressed by beer ads. But they 
are still in their formative stages wait- 
ing to be shown what is the better 
course of action. 

We do not need to “preach” at these 
people. The preacher is drilled to 
speak to those who are already per- 
suaded of his viewpoint; and his job 
is to motivate them to action. 


Tue introduction of entirely new in- 
formation to an audience which is uni- 
formed is an entirely different process. 
To go to the youth and talk ahout the 
evils of drink is to prejudice them 
against you before you ever get started. 
To go to youth and start ranting about 
Skid Row and the rest, is to waste your 
time and set up barriers you will never 
knock down. Most of them don’t know 
anything about Skid Row, and they 
don’t believe half of-what you tell 
them, even though it’s the truth. I 
know. I've tried it. 

For them we need to provide liter- 
ature. We need to provide skilled in- 
structors who can do this work so it 
will win an intelligent response. 


For the past two years I have been 
trying to experiment with this idea. 
I've prepared lectures and given them 
to high school and college folk and 
I’ve had people in the audience record- 
ing audience reactions. 

My most interesting experience was 
in Milwaukee, a good place to go if 
you want to talk about temperance! I 
spoke in the State Teachers’ College. 
This is vivid in my mind because I had 
such a hard time getting in, I had a 
hard time getting in because of the 
previous temperance speaker who 
spoke the year before. I don’t know 
who the speaker was; I don’t know her 
name, I don’t want to. But whatever 
she did, the management of the school 
said, “We will never have anything like 
that here again!” 

So when one of my friends in Mil- 
waukee, who is a member of the Board 
of Education, went to this school -and 
said, “A friend of mine is coming to 
this city, he has the half day free, and 
I'm wondering if you’d like him to 
speak to some of your prospective 
teachers.” 

The immediate answer was, “Heav- 
en forbid!” 

He finally got me in on a provisional 
basis. If he could find some teacher 
who would have me in class, I’d speak 
to that class. They weren't going to 
trust me to an assembly. If I showed 
up, I'd get what there was. 

I knew nothing about this. When I 
arrived I was sent to a class of 30 
students. 

And so I began to talk. I started out 
by establishing a case: “Why are we 
talking about the problems of alcohol 
and alcoholism? Why should we talk 
about them?” Then I went on to give 
evidence of the size and magnitude of 
the problem. 

And then I said, “But why should I 
talk to youP” Some of them were won- 
dering, I’m sure. So I picked up a copy 
of the State Law of Wisconsin, and I 
read them the law, which says: “The 
teachers in the 7th and 8th grades are 
to teach the evil effects of alcohol, to- 
bacco and narcotics, each week, to 
their students, a proportion of time 
equal to that given to any other sub- 
ject; and failure to do so may lay them 
open to a fine of up to 500 and 50 days 
in jail.” 

And I said, “How many of you are 
going to teach 7th and 8th grades?” 
Half of them raised their hands. They 
had never heard of such a law. I had 
fine attention for the rest of the hour. 
We discussed the problem. When we 
got through they came up one by one. 
Not a single person slid out the side of 
the door. One by one they said, “Well, 
why haven’t we heard about this be- 
fore?” 

Nine out of 21 in that class didn’t

But 
I was sentimental.” 

Her life after this altered for the bet- 
ter. She found herself free to enjoy life. 
She was not continually fretting about 
people for whom her impulse toward 
careless kindness was more detriment 
than help. She learned to be selective 
and to follow the dictates of reason 
rather than unthinking generosity. 

I was interested in this, for I had 
found over a number of years that 
much of what I had done for others 
had sprung also from sentimentality 
and sometimes from vanity. If friends 
decided they needed a certain amount 
of money, I gave it, not always having 
it to give but managing to do so out of 
sheer vanity. I did not want anyone— 
least of all my temporarily embarrassed 
friends—to know that I, too, was tem- 
porarily embarrassed. This motivation 
is self-esteem or something equally de- 
plorable. 

Motivation is a curious thing and 
most of us do not know our own mo- 
tives. I have no doubt that my clergy- 
man’s friend did many things which 
later proved to be for good; perhaps 
I, too, have accomplished this. But I 
believe that sentimentality (which is 
not sentiment) is selfish, and certainly 
vanity is. 


How many times have we been 
asked for a charitable donation and 
given it, not really able to afford it, but 
because the amount will be made pub- 
lic and we feel that it should be as 
much, if not more, than the next per- 
son’s? This is not a sincere, loving, 
God-ward giving, but a giving in or- 
der to enhance our own prestige in the 
eyes of other people. 

This attitude has influenced those 
who ask for donations. They come and 
say, “Mr. Davis has given so much. I 
know you are in a better position and 
I therefore assume that you will give 
more than Mr. Davis.” 


Few of us have the courage to say 
flatly, “I cannot afford that much but I 
can afford this and I will therefore give 
it freely and with love.” 

How often do we go out of our way 
to do for others because we feel they 
are in some measure superior to us, 
either by ancestry, money, intelligence, 
education or achievement? It makes us 
feel superior, for the moment, believ- 
ing that we have done a favor for 
someone better able to do a favor for 
us. 

Purity of purpose, spontaneous out- 
going, lack of selfish motivation are, I 
think, almost impossible wholly to 
achieve. But if we achieve only a little

The common speech of late 
Greece included a_ term—laicus— 
which was loosely used to mean 
“the people.” Latin-speaking Chris- 
tian leaders considered it the most 
appropriate word to designate those 
of their number who were not set 
apart by holy orders. 

In translating and publishing a 
number of historical and ecclesiasti- 
cal books, England’s first printer, 
William Caxton, felt that the word 
laicus would not be commonly un- 
derstood by his readers. For a while 
he considered substituting the term 
“non-clergy,” which he later dis- 
carded as awkward. He finally 
coined a derivative phrase—“lay 
man’—to denote a rank-and-file wor- 
shiper. Frequent use of the two 
words eventually combined them 
into one—so that today an unor- 
dained Christian is known as a lay- 
man. 
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crisscross 


A major milestone in education 
was the invention of the “horn- 
book.” Actually not a book at all, it 
was a sheet of vellum fastened to a 
board and covered with thin, trans- 
lucent horn. Up to the time of 
Shakespeare it was widely used in 
teaching the alphabet to children. 

Religious craftsmen, in addition 
to printing the alphabet on the vel- 
lum, would also inscribe a_ bene- 
diction and the Lord’s prayer. And 
almost invariably they would draw 
a bold cross at the top of the sheet 
in tribute to the Saviour. In trying to 
copy the alphabet letters, the young 
students would also try to reproduce 
this “Christ-Cross.” But since their 
copying was done clumsily, what 
they usually produced was a rather 
wobbly “x.” Hence, by the end of 
the eighteenth century, any similar 
pattern of crossed lines was known 
as a crisscross. 


of this, how much inner happiness it 
brings. The complete lack of desire for 
reward is perhaps the first step. This 
does not mean that whatever you have 
to give, whether in substance, advice 
or service, should be carelessly be- 
stowed. That brings us right back to 
the sentimentality and the vanity. 

If you fashion a crutch for someone, 
he may use it all his life. If you show 
him how to walk, crippled as he may 
be, he will learn to overcome his handi- 
cap. Many parents have forever crip- 
pled their children by an oversupply 
of “crutches.” 

In order to live with himself a man 
must have pride, not vanity. The kind 
of pride I mean is self-respect. God- 
made, it is necessary in order to live 
on amiable terms with oneself, to re- 
spect that self and to develop it accord- 
ing to the law and justice of God. 

I want here to speak of an ancient - 
Chinese ceremonial which is called 
kowtow. All of you know that it con- 
sists of abasing yourself to the knees 
and knocking your head against the 
floor. 

I believe that this old word can be 
used to describe attitudes of the spirit 
as well as those of the outer conscious- 
ness. In your outer being you can rea- 
sonably kowtow before the person 
who has attained power—not power of 
money, not even of mental achieve- 
ment alone, but power of spirit. This 
is not to be translated into terms of 
physical abasement but merely ac- 
knowledgement. 

In your own spirit the kowtow is the 
attitude of humility toward the wonder 
of life itself and the Supreme Power 
which gave us this life. It is, so to 
speak, a God-ward effort. It is not 
just prayer, it is something with which 
you daily live, a humble, lowly road 
upon which to travel. 

As spring comes, the spirit within 
man consciously or unconsciously 
makes this prostration before the 
Power which moves bountifully 
through the world, ordains the seasons, 
bringing to all the passing of the win- 
ter, the cessation of cold rains and 
darkness, shining forth in beauty and 
resurrection of growth. No one living 
on this earth who has experienced these 
wonders can fail to see the working of 
God’s plan in the coming of the spring. 
And to this the spirit within man must 
bow. 

With the return of the birds, with 
the brook’s swelling, with the greening 
earth, there is always hope. Above us 
all, no matter what havoc we make, nor 
how we abuse our privileges, no matter 
how we stumble upon the path, there 
is always, above and about us, the un- 
failing love, the bounty, forgiveness 
and understanding of the Intelligence 
to Whom we speak, saying in humility,

open—to gather in these shadows. To feed and clothe 
them, to give counsel to their sorely perplexed souls, to get 
them back into the land of the living, to introduce or re- 
introduce them to the Lord. 

Take Joe Ashley... 

One bitingly cold morning, less than a year ago, Joe was 
carried into the Mission. He bore little resemblance to a 
human being. Rather it was a heap of filthy rags, sur- 
mounted by a dirt-encrusted, red, blue and purple mass in 
which eyes, nose and mouth could be only faintly dis- 
cerned. The man was almost frozen. He had been found 
just after dawn in a truck in a parking field around the cor- 
ner. Incredibly enough, Joe was conscious. Hoarsely, he 
pleaded with Pastor Bolton not to send for an ambulance. 
The Mission’s superintendent didn’t, instead took Joe into 
the first-aid room. 

Later, the facts became known: (Continued next page) 
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the night before Joe had got roaring 
drunk on “sneaky pete,” been 
“mugged.” The muggers found no 
money on Joe and in their anger rained 
blows on his face, until he fell down 
and then they kicked him into uncon- 
sciousness, and tossed his body onto 
the truck. 

A few nights ago, Joe Ashley arrived 
for services at the Mission in a shin- 
ing new car, accompanied by his two 
lovely, tow-haired daughters. He de- 
livered the sermon that night. It was 
mostly a testimony of his own amazing 
story. He also sang a few solos, ac- 
companying himself on a guitar. 

A year ago—penniless, hopeless, 
drunk and almost dead on the Bowery; 
today—healthy, happy, successful, ded- 
icated. How did the Lord, working 
through the agency of the Bowery 
Mission, accomplish this miracle? 

We asked Joe this question the other 
day in the office of the Mission. 

Here, pretty much in his own words 
—Joe is a literate man, albeit he has no 
degrees, as yet, that is—is the saga of a 
Bowery outcast who may become a 
minister. (Yes, Joe is now seriously 
considering how he might study for 
the ministry. ) 

This, then, is Joe Ashley’s story: 

By trade I’m a digger of artesian 
wells. Before my trouble, I employed 
a helper and we were kept quite busy 
in northern New Jersey. I’m back doing 
the same thing now, while I’m con- 
sidering ways and means to enter a 
seminary. 

Welldigging is of course not a lucra- 
tive business, but my income was suf- 
ficiently large so that when I met-Anne 
and fell in love with her, I could ask 
her to marry me. Which I did—and, to 
my amazement, she said yes. 

I say this amazed me, for Anne was 
an extremely attractive and popular 
girl. What she saw in me besides my 
deep love for her, I don’t know. (Now 
I wish to God she had not accepted me. 
But that’s water over the dam. ) 

Anne was lively, fun-loving; every- 
body liked her—especially the men. 
This latter didn’t make me feel jealous, 
but merely proud that I had captured 
this lovely girl. 

The early months of our married life 
were wonderful. We went from one 
party to another. Everyone wanted to 
entertain Anne. I was merely accepted, 
probably because I didn’t drink, was 
inclined to be studious, and was usu- 
ally anxious to get home early because 
of my work. 

However, we had to invite people 
in return and this constant entertain- 
ing was costly. Sometimes, weather 
prevented me from working, other 
times there was no work available, but 
our living expenses went on and so did 
the entertaining. Frequently I had to 
dip into my meager savings. 
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Still madly in love with Anne, I soon, 
however, became so bold as to point 
out to her that it might be time to start 
economizing, so as to have some funds 
when, as we knew, the baby would 
arrive. But Anne smiled, kissed me 
lightly and told me not to worry so 
much, 

When little, blonde-haired, blue- 
eyed Patricia came our giddy social life 
ground to a halt. And I was happy with 
our evenings at home alone—just Anne, 
myself and the baby. 

I could see that Anne was not com- 
pletely enchanted with this enforced 
homestaying. But, as I said, I was. 

Another year and the Lord gave us 
Sylvia, almost the twin of Pat except 
that Sylvia had hazel eyes. There had 
been a brief period of party-going be- 
tween the two births, my mother doing 
the babysitting. But now we were stay- 
ing home again, which was fine with 





me, but it was becoming increasingly 
obvious it was not so with Anne. 

With her friends around, oh-ing and 
ah-ing at the pretty babies, Anne 
seemed to take pride in them. But this 
pride vanished when, we two alone, 
she had to take care of them. This 
seemed to irk her no end. I tried to 
help as much as I could, but baby care 
is not one of my talents. 

The first time Anne called the babies 
“brats,” I knew that she didn’t love 
them, considered them obstacles to her 
social life. When very quietly I remon- 
strated with her and she flared up and 
gave me a tongue lashing, I began to 
wonder if she loved me. 

It was that night I took my first 
drink. 

Right after dinner the following 
night, Anne disappeared into the bed- 
room. She emerged a half an hour 
later, coat and hat on and looking ex- 
quisite. 

“All right, Joe,” she said, a shade 
belligerently, “you wash the dishes and 
take care of the brats. I’m going out.” 

Surprised, I asked her where she was 


going, when she would be home. She 
answered vaguely. She didn’t know 
when she would be home. 

She wasn’t home by midnight and I 
had another tumbler of whiskey to put 
me to sleep. It went down easier that 
night. 


That was the pattern of our life for 
a while, Anne would flare up, with or 
without provocation, go out two or 
three nights a week, come home in the 
wee hours. Meanwhile, although I did 
take care of the children, I found my- 
self drinking more and more. 

One morning I woke up to discover 
that Anne had not come home. 

I was frantic. What could have hap- 
pened to her? I didn’t go to work, of 
course. I called her friends one by one, 
but to no avail. I checked the police 
and local hospitals. Not a trace of her. 

I poured myself a drink. I had 
learned to like the stuff; it no longer 
roared down my throat like fire. I was 
pouring another when there came a 
whimper from upstairs. The children 
were awake and needed attention! 

For two days life was an agony of 
worry about Anne. I was at my wit’s 
end to know what to do about finding 
her—confined to the house as I was by 
the babies. When I wasn’t taking care 
of the children in my fumbling fashion, 
and now distracted by worry, I was on 
the phone—re-calling Anne’s friends, 
re-checking with the police, hospitals 
and newspapers—and ordering another 
delivery of liquor. 

I don’t remember eating those two 
days; I do remember drinking. If my 
mind and hands hadn’t been so occu- 
pied, I’m sure I would have been dead 
drunk most of the time. 

But all the worry, the feverish ac- 
tivity, the phoning (but not the drink- 
ing) came to an end with the morning 
mail on the third day. There was a note 
from Anne, postmarked from New York 
City. It read: 

Dear Joe: You don’t have to worry 
about me any more. When you read 
this, Ill be on a plane bound for a 
destination you will never know. I have 
friends there—gay, unencumbered 
friends. But it was fun (I think) while 
it lasted. Anne. 

I never saw her or heard from her 
again.

My HOUSE OF CARDS had collapsed. And 
I collapsed with it—literally. 

The babies’ crying woke me up, I 
don’t know how many hours later. I 
took care of them. Then I bundled 
them up and drove to my mother’s 
house, told her about Anne, asked 
Mother to take care of the tots for a 
while, kissed them both, and got away 
as quickly as I could. I drove to my 
bank, made an ample withdrawal and

HEN Jesus was in Jerusalem He frequently turned 
W south from the city gates, climbed the quiet slopes 
of the Mount of Olives, there to meditate and pray 
and to help restore His soul by communion with God. 
But more than once He continued on the road which bends 
round the crest of the hill and carries the traveler on to a 
little village called Bethany, which nestles against the 
further heights. There He sought out the home of two 
sisters and their brother, Mary and Martha and Lazarus. 
They were friends of His. The Gospel of John affirms, “Now 
Jesus loved Mary and her sister, and Lazarus.” 

When I saw that gracious and hallowed area, some few 
months ago, I was struck with two strong impulses of our 
Saviour. He sought the silences, where He found contempla- 
tion with God inwardly restoring. He needed the Mount 
of Olives. But He found, and apparently needed, too, re- 
freshment created by the presence of human beings at 
Bethany. 

It was not difficult to see, in imagination, the Master 
walking that road, tired from teaching and disputation in 
the city, dusty from the journey, coming to the home of 
Mary and Martha and Lazarus, breaking bread with them, 
hearing the chit-chat of village news, learning of their in- 
terests and activities and sharing with them His own 
thoughts. That scene is so typical, it seems to me, of His 
overflowing capacity for human friendship. 

The Gospel record portrays a Man with wide open doors 
of concern and affection toward people. The ostracized tax 


gatherer, the sharp businessman, the Roman officer, fish- 
ermen, youngsters romping in the streets, herdsmen watch- 
ing their flocks, guests, boisterous and laughing at a wed- 
ding feast—Jesus responded to them all. And to them all, 
He was a friend. 

Where will you find Him turning away, indifferent to 
any human being? Look and you look in vain. Ah, here’s a 
scene perhaps: mothers are crowding around Him, their 
babes are in their arms and the children at their sides have 
hair disheveled and cheeks smudged with their play. They 
cry out, “Won't you bless our children?” And like guards, 
who would protect some modern hero from the fawning 
and overly solicitous, the disciples come forward to shoo 
them away. Yet Jesus chides, not the children and the 
mothers, but the disciples: “Forbid them not—for of such 
is the Kingdom.” 

He holds an infant for a moment, gently touches the 
tousled head of another. He encourages a lad who is carry- 
ing a basket for his mother. Then He moves on from their 
village. And they wave after Him till that great tall form of 
His is lost in the distance. Who will doubt that there were 
some young eyes who saw Him that day who would see 
Him all through the years till those eyes closed to see no 
more—the face of the Nazarene,—the face of concern and 
affection, a face to be cherished—for had they not seen the 
face of a friend?

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| HAD long wanted to meet Ben T. Largen, the man who 
tithes young people into college, founder of an organi- 
zation that holds out a friendly hand—with cash in it—to 
worthy youngsters who would never make it otherwise.

Since its organization, Tithers, Inc., has helped 139 de- 
serving youngsters go to college. Of the graduates, several 
have gone on to win high scholastic honors. All have lived 
fuller, richer lives, of greater service to God and man, be- 
cause they had a chance at higher education and made 
good use of their man-made opportunity. 

Well, it all started with his tithing, Ben Largen explained. 
In the fall of 1945, he and his wife made a pledge to God 
that, starting the first of January, they would tithe their 
income. It was no New Year’s resolution. At the time he 
had a job that paid his salary once a year. He knew he 
would get a sizable check. He figured it would give him a 
nice tithe. 

After he had given to his church and the other usual 
good causes, there was still some of the Lord’s money in 
the bank. He wanted to use it where it would pay dividends 
for the Kingdom. What should he do with it? 

I think God told him! For at the Methodist Children’s 
Home, Decatur, Georgia, a troubled superintendent had 
in his care two orphan girls who were ready and eager 
for college. Where was the money to make such an im- 
possible dream come true? 

“It suddenly came to me,” said Mr. Largen, “that I could 
use the extra tithe money to help some boy or girl—maybe 
an orphan—get an education. But where could I find one?

“And that’s how Tithers, Incorporated, started,” I fin- 
ished for him. 

“No,” he said, “then it was purely a personal matter.”

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The young adults of College Park 
Methodist Church, near Atlanta, 
Georgia, made it into something a little 
bigger. They were looking for a speaker 
for their evening meeting. Would Mr. 
Largen give a talk on tithing? 

Gladly! That was his favorite topic; 
still is. As part of the talk, he told them 
of the thrill he was getting out of 
“tithing” the orphans to college. When 
the speech was over, the young folks 
crowded about him to thank him. 
There were four who wanted to do 
more. 

“We tithe,” they told him. “Can’t we 
help by adding part of our tithes to 
yours? Then, perhaps, you can give 
four scholarships next year.” 

That quickly, the project got glori- 
ously out of hand! An organization 
seemed logical, and they met in the 
church to do just that. There were 12 
charter members. Thus Tithers, In- 
corporated, was born. 

Two of that church group of fine 
young people were Joe and Francis 
Harper. After 11 years, they are still 
faithful to the project. 

“When they came in to help, and 
others like them,” said Mr. Largen, 
“jt became possible to send 8 students 
to college; the next year, 20; the next 
28. Now it’s 42, on a budget of just 
under $10,000.” 

I stared at that low figure. 

“We allow a $250 scholarship; sel- 
dom more,” he said, briskly. “They go 
to a small college, usually nearby. With 
the other help they get, it’s enough.” 

What other help? Jobs, scholarships, 
frequently both. Occasionally, the fam- 
ily can help a little. But the tithe 
supplies the important psychological 
push. Every first of September, Tithers 
Inc., starts raising funds to return 
these students to college, and to add 
as many more as funds will permit. 

“How do you locate students who 
need help?” I asked. 

He laughed at that. “They locate 
us!” he assured me. “A bright student 
from an accredited high school may be 
eligible for several scholarships offered 
by colleges, yet not have the necessary 
money to avail himself of any. In which 
case, recommended by school principal 
or college president, he applies for a 
Tithers scholarship. We get many of 
our applicants from the colleges from 
which our former tithe-students were 
graduated. Of course, we always get 
more requests than we can grant.” 

Surprisingly enough, I learned that 
donations come from some who are 
not tithers! They come from those who 
never had a child to educate; from 
parents who lost a daughter while she 
was still in school; as memorials to 
soldier-sons; and from those who, in 
their youth, longed in vain for a col- 
lege education. 
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I had a touchy question to ask. Did 
this form of tithing take from the 
church plate? To which Tither Largen 
gives a forthright “No.” Bishop Arthur 
J. Moore of the Atlanta area of the 
Methodist Church wisely saw to that. 
When asked to help write the initial 
pledge card for college-tithers to sign, 
he inserted this clause: “It is under- 
stood that my contribution to Tithers, 
Incorporated, will not affect or dimin- 
ish my contributions to my church.” 

“That’s how we all wanted it to 
read,” said Mr. Largen. “The church 
must come first.” 

He showed me his organization’s lat- 
est brochure, on the cover were Daniel 
Webster’s words: “Who gives to his 
country an educated Christian serves 
God and man forever.” 

“That’s our chief aim,” he said. 

From the inside of the brochure, 37 
pretty, handsome, alert young faces 
smiled out at me—students who had 
been awarded scholarships for 
1955-56. 

One was Annie Ruth Wong, a win- 
some Chinese girl, youngest of a fam- 
ily of three orphans, raised by the 
Methodist Children’s Home—the same 
one from which had come the first two 
orphans who had started all this. 
Tithes kept little orphan Annie in col- 


lege, and thus opened a dozen doors 
of opportunity to her. 

“Just look at this boy’s nice lop-sided 
grin!” I laughed. 

“That,” said Mr. Largen, “is one of 
the three Kay brothers. We were able 
to help all of them to answer the call 
to the ministry.” 

Their parents are living, but with a 
family of 12 children, there was no 
money for college. “We’ve had very 
little to go on,” their wonderful mother 
told me. “We've given them food and 
clothing and put them through high 
school. I have tried to teach them to 
aim high.” 

Of her youngsters, taught “to aim 
high,” Lulu is now a Home Mission 
worker for the Presbyterian Church; 
Jean is a registered nurse; John and 
Terry are preparing for the ministry; 
and Toombs Kay, Jr., is the 26-year- 
old minister of a 254-year-old church, 
set in the midst of the busy county

Then, slowly, I became conscious of 
other youngsters, standing outside our 
bright circle—those who had _ been 
“kept out” for lack of funds.

And what even a small portion 
of the tithes of many could do for the 
hard-pressed church colleges of Amer- 
ica. The “small” colleges, they are 
called, these schools that can be as 
big, as eternally-important as our shar- 
ing will let them be. 

Perhaps, in your own way, in your 
own place, you would like to have Ben 
Largen’s fun of tithing someone into 
college.

the mind and spirit. Along with 
milk and mashed vegetables (in my 
day, baby foods had not made their 
appearance) I, like most children, was 
fed Mother Goose and A is for Apple, 
B is for Ball. But because the book 
shelves in our parsonage home were at 
least as important as the pantry shelves, 
my taste for more mature reading was 
acquired right along with my taste for 
more sophisticated food. I suspect that 
too many children, suffering from in- 
tellectual malnutrition, regard worth- 
while books, not as delectable food, but 
as a horrid type of medicine. 

Our small town, in a remote section 
of northern Maine, was the proud 
possessor of a library, thanks to the 
efforts of a circuit-riding minister 
whose vision was as wide as the coun- 
try he traveled. The government of our 
town was that purest form of demo- 
cracy, the town meeting. And I recall 
vividly the tall, gray-bearded, and 
somewhat frail figure, for he was then 
an old man, rising in his place on the 
floor of town meeting and pleading for 
funds for the library, which the citi- 
zens, out of equal respect for learning 
and the old minister, usually granted. 

I remember, too, my first visit at age 
of 6 to the children’s room of our li- 
brary, where a starched and kindly 
librarian received my childish signa- 
ture and helpfully suggested:as my first 
borrowed book, Beatrix Potter’s “Peter 
Rabbit.” This history-making event 





took place at 2 p.m. on a Saturday 
afternoon. At 3 p.m. I was back with 
“Peter Rabbit,” requesting another 
book of the slightly disconcerted li- 
brarian. She had done her job too well. 
Under her guidance I had discovered a 
treasure store, and that discovery 
marked the beginning of a life of dis- 
covery within the wonderful world of 
books. In all my years I have experi- 
enced no thrill to surpass the excite- 
ment with which I, through the run- 
away Peter's eyes and Beatrix Potter’s 
printed words, turned the corner of a 
garden fence, only to run straight into 
the hands of that arch enemy of rab- 
bits, Mr. McGregor! 

Our public library, added to Father’s 
private shelves of books, was to nourish 
my mind and soul for many a year. 

What we growing children in the 
family could not read ourselves, Father 
read to us, if he regarded it suitable. 
And by “suitable” he did not mean of 
the proper “grade level” or based on a 
pedagogically contrived “core vocabu- 
lary.” Big words did not bother Father, 
or his children. If we did not under- 
stand them, we nevertheless could hear 
and “feel” them as they rolled elo- 
quently from Father’s lips. “Let us be 
inflexible, and fortune will at last turn 
in our favor,” intoned Father as we sat 
by an evening fire, and our spirits, if 
not our minds, responded to the gal- 
lantry of the old Vicar of Wakefield. 

Nor was poetry to hold any terrors 


for us in the years to come. We had

been conditioned to it. Memory carries 
me back to the fascinating rhythm of 
the Battle of Blenheim, as Father used 
to recite it to us. The lines were music: 

“And everybody praised the duke, 

Who this great fight did win.” 

“But what good came of it at last?” 

Quoth little Peterkin. 
“Why, that I cannot tell,” said he, 
“But ‘twas a famous victory.” 

Although quite unaware of it, I was 
getting a pleasant introduction to Eng- 
lish history from this poetic conversa- 
tion between Little Peterkin and his 
grandfather. And the poet’s cryptic 
comment on the tragic waste of war 
dawned upon me later, when I was 
ready for it. 

One reason Johnny can’t read is that 
Johnny has not been read to. Read- 
ing aloud within the family circle was 
once, when books were scarce and 
lighting poor, a tradition. Many a great 
American first became acquainted with 
the Bible, Shakespeare, Milton, and 
lesser lights through these family read- 
ing sessions. In our own home, we 
children, listening to Father read, re- 
ceived, in addition to an introduction 
to great minds and beautiful language, 
an emotional satisfaction guaranteed to 
keep the psychiatrist from the door in 
later life. We were surrounded at these 
times by warmth and security, and 
Father's voice flowed comfortably 
about us, contributing laughter, 
grandeur, rhythm and excitement.

RAND McNALLY BIBLE ATLAS, by 
Emil G. Kraeling (Rand McNally, 487 
pp., $8.95). 


This volume is not adequately de- 
scribed as “A contemporary picture of 
Bible geography, 40 pages of completely 
new full-color maps, 300 photographs, il- 
lustrations and sketch maps.”. However, 
that gives you at least a general idea. 
The book is an achievement in accurate 
and at the same time colorful writing. It 
is a delight to the eve and a challenge to 
the mind and soul. 


FABLE, FACT AND HISTORY, by 
Willis Thornton (Greenberg, 242 pp., 
$4.50), 


A delightful book which proves, I 
think, that “the truth is not only stranger 
than fiction—it is a better story.” The Po- 
cahontas fable, for instance, is vastly 
more than a fable and the dramatic par- 
ticulars read like a best-seller. Here are 
some of the questions raised in the book 
and answered frequently with startling 
details: Did John Wilkes Booth escape? 
And what about the strange deaths of 
Presidents Harding and Roosevelt, and 
Trotsky, Hitler and Kitchener? The au- 
thor is something of a historical detective 
too.

T IS A good thing to practice discrimination in reading. We 

are all becoming increasingly scrupulous about the food 
we consume, about vitamins and calories and a balanced, 
nutritious diet. Ought we not to be just as scrupulous about 
our mental diet? What goes into our minds is no less important 
than what goes into our mouths. Yet people who insist on 
wrapped bread and certified milk and fresh eggs will take 
into their homes trashy magazines which thrive on sensation, 
sex and crime, and put them in the way of their children. They 
read books which have no depth, no high meaning, no ajs- 
parent purpose other than to become best sellers, and which 
for that purpose harp continually on sexual adventure. 

In view of the approach of Lent with its emphasis on spirit- 
ual discipline, it would be well for all of us to resolve that we 
will give as much thought to nourishment for our mind as we 
do to nourishment for our body. We will choose our company 
in literature with as much care as we do in life. We will teach 
ourselves to discriminate not only between the bad and the 
good but between the second-rate and the first-rate. We will 
reserve our best for the highest. 

This means that the Bible will be daily in our hands. It is 
the Book of books. For widespread discrimination and 
character-building influence no other volume can compare 
with it. It has brought light and leading, comfort and healing, 
challenge and rebuke, inspiration and salvation to millions in 
generation after generation. If we give it a chance it can do 
the same for us. For those who read it, not at random and by 
fits and starts, but regularly and methodically it is a touch- 
stone of literary taste, a great intellectual discipline, a hand- 
book of ethics and conduct, and, above and beyond everything 
else, the master instrument for holding the soul in communion 
with God. If we are to reserve our best for the highest, we 
will give top priority to the Bible. 

Subordinate to the Bible yet closely associated with it are 
the great spiritual classics, the standard works of acknowledged 
excellence that have stood the test of time and proved a 
perennial source of sustenance and inspiration to Christians 
through the centuries. They may not appeal equally to every 
reader but the fact that they have held their place and com- 
manded a reading public all over Christendom from genera- 
tion to generation in itself should incline us to study them. 


Some would probably give pride of place to “The Confes- 
sions of St. Augustine.” It has been the forerunner of many a 
spiritual autobiography and is probably the most influential 
of them all. Petrarch said that when he read it he seemed to 
be reading the story of his own wanderings and not of an- 
other’s. St. Teresa said that she saw herself in it. “When I 
came to the conversion and read how he heard that voice in 
the garden, it seemed to me nothing less than that one had 
uttered it for me. I felt it so in my heart.” Luther put the 
Bible and the “Confessions” above all other books. Multitudes 
of ordinary men and women have been drawn to it because 
in its pages they have encountered a man baring his soul 
and speaking with himself and to himself in God’s presence. 
It has enabled them, using the words of Augustine,. to pour 
out their hearts in intimate prayer, in contrition, thanksgiving 
and adoration. Despite many difficult passages the book should 
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be read from beginning to end and 
thereafter kept at hand for frequent 
reference. Picked up at any hour, and 
opened practically at any page, it chal- 
lenges the reader to seek deeper levels 
of personal life and experience. 
Another devotional classic, perhaps 
as widely read as the “Confessions” is 
Thomas a Kempis’ “The Imitation of 
Christ.” Written in the fourteenth | 
century by a religious recluse it has | 
had an appeal for people of sharply 
contrasted types—rich and poor, wise | 
and simple, Protestants and Catholics, | 
evangelicals and skeptics. | 
George Eliot, though in revolt | 
against the religion of the churches of 
her day, was deeply fond of it and read 
aloud from it to G. H. Lewes. The 
Irish poet, W. B. Yeats, seeking some- 
one with whom to compare Rabin- 
dranath Tagore singled out a Kempis. 
In our own day, and in the Western 
world where Christian profession is 
fashionable and for multitudes formal 
and conventional, the strength of the 
book lies in its austerity. On page after 
page it sounds a clarion call to self- 
(liscipline and self-denial and empha- 
sizes the high cost of discipleship. Its 
very asceticism, a feature uncongenial 
to the majority of Protestants, is a re- 
buke to all whose religion is comforting 
and comfortable and has no element in 
it of stringent demand. For busy peo- 
ple who have only a little time in any 
day for reading, it might with advan- 
tage be selected as a manual of medita- 
tion for the 40 days of Lent. 


Amonc the older classics of de- 
votion, my favorite is “The Practice of 
the Presence of God” by Brother 
Lawrence, a lay brother in a Carmelite 
Order whose work for 40 years was in 
the kitchen of a Paris monastery. The 
impression dies hard that a saintly life 
is possible only for those who cut | 
themselves off from mundane tasks and 
spend hours of the day and: night in 
spiritual exercises. As a matter of fact, 
some of the greatest of the saints and 
mystics were tireless workers. St. 
Catherine of Genoa ran a_ hospital 
with marked competence and ability. 
St. Vincent de Paul was a pioneer of 
organized charity. Elizabeth Fry was 
both a devoted social worker and a true 
saint. It is in the context of religion 
and life, of work and worship, that | 
Brother Lawrence has most to say to 
us. | 
The best way of getting close to 
God, he keeps reiterating, is to do our | 
everyday business without any thought 
of pleasing men and, so far as we are 
able, purely for the love of God. He 
apparently did not attach much im- 
portance either to set prayers or stated 
periods of meditation. He consecrated | 
his pots and pans to God. He held that

I 
agree with Dale Moody, professor of 
theology, Southern Baptist Theological 
Seminary, that “As a survey of the basic 
Biblical materials with references . . . for 
a careful analysis of the historical theories 
of the Atonement, Professor Wolf's ‘No 
Cross, No Crown’ has no equal.” * 


STRAIGHT TO THE HEART, by George 
Lawton — (International Universities 
Press, 347 pp., $5). 


A vivid, pulsating, personal account of 
thoughts and feelings while undergoing 
heart surgery. The author of this book 
was right there. I do not think that anvy- 
thing like it has ever been written before. 
It is an exciting and unique record. Heart 
surgery has come to be, in only a little 
more than half a dozen vears, a common- 
place and every-day record of the oper- 
ating room. And this volume is as fasci- 
nating as a best-selling novel. 


SEATS OF THE MIGHTY, by Alice 
Harwood (Bobbs-Merrill, 469 pp., 
$4.50). 


A dramatic and powerful novel of 
James Stuart, brother of Mary Queen of 
Scots. Here both real and imagined 
events are dramatically and convincingly 
presented so as to “point up human 
destiny.” Kings and queens, nobles and 
commoners, priests and ministers live, 
love, hate, fight and die in the most 
tumultuous period of Scotland’s history. 
One of the finest of the historical library 
in any year. 


THE SYRIAN YANKEE, by Salom Rizk 
(Doubleday, 317 pp., $2.50). 


Here again America, the land of oppor- 
tunity, appears in the personality of an 
immigrant who captures the spirit of free- 
dom and gives to it an eloquent, inspired 
and inspiring voice. This book is an auto- 
biographical story of a Syrian orphan 
who came to America from a land of pov- 
erty and oppression. How he does love 
his adopted country! Vividly he tells you 
why. 


IN THE GRAY RAIN, by Hazel Sever- 
son McCartney (Harper, 246 pp., 
$3.75). 

A book of fascinating real-life stories 
of present-day Japan. Beauty and _ ro- 
mance move through the lives of real 
people and across the poignantly beauti- 
ful landscapes of the island empire. 
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AS I PASS, O MANHATTAN, edited by 
Esther Morgan McCullough (Coley 
Taylor, Inc., 1236 pp., $10). 


A unique, comprehensive and eloquent 
anthology of life in New York. Here is 
the fabulous story of the fabulous city 
written through the generations by the 
personalities who in their own spheres 
have made this city what it is. 

The encyclopedic volume is divided 
into three major sections— “Of Glory and 
Despair,” “The Poets’ New York,” “Of 
Human and Heroic New York.” There are 
a number of subsections such as “A 
Chronicle Drawn from Various Sources,” 
“The English Take Over,” .“Little Old 
New York,” “The Lincoln Era,” “The 
Gilded Age,” and “Metropolis.” The 
names that appear with their master- 
pieces make this veritably an academy 
award library of literature. An heroic 
book of an heroic community. 


A STUDY OF HISTORY, by Arnold J. 
Toynbee, abridgement by D. C. Som- 
ervell (Oxford, 414 pp., $5). 


This is the second volume which com- 
pletes Mr, Somervell’s abridgement of 
Toynbee’s great 10-volume work. This re- 
viewer at least does not know of any com- 
parable achievement in any field. Toyn- 


“bee is equally popular and accepted with 


equal respect as an authority in the broad 
field of history on both sides of the 
Atlantic. Honored by his Queen, his 
discussions are both intellectual and 
spiritual, This volume concludes — the 
comprehensive summary of his greatness. 


WHAT DO YOU KNOW ABOUT LA- 
BOR? by James Myers and Harry W. 
Laidler (John Day, 301 jp., $4.75). 


A brief encyclopedic study of the labor 
movement, The volume is comprehensive 
and authoritative. It answers questions 
about labor history—the cause and _ pre- 
vention of strikes, the responsibility of 
unions, the Taft-Hartley Act, the closed 
shop, profit-sharing, union management, 
etc. The chapter on women and trade 
unions is particularly timely, and “Re- 
ligion and Labor” should be read by 
every clergyman. You may not agree, 
and I do not, with all conclusions, but 
you do need to know what these authors 
have to say. 


THE AGE OF PIRACY, by Robert Carse 
(Rinehart, 276 pp., $4.50). 


An objective and distinctive volume on 
the golden age of piracy. The author has 
sailed the seas and retraced both the ca- 
reers and journeys of the great bucca- 
neers, Captain Kidd, Morgan, Teach, and 
a host of others sail again, large as life. 
Their treachery, their heroism, their ruth- 
less disregard for all moral codes, every- 
thing appears—even to the frightening 
details. 


THE WILD SWAN, by Margaret Ken- 
nedy (Rinehart, 310 pp., $3.75).

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Two small girls knocked on the 
door of their father’s study. At his 
cheery “Come in!” they turned the 
knob and entered, singing “Happy 
Birthday.” 

“We didn’t have a real birthday 
present for you,” they told him, “so we 
learned something—just for you.” 

Hand in hand, the 7-year-old girl 
and her 11-year-old sister stood in 
front of their father’s desk and began: 
“In the beginning was the Word.” 
They went on through 13 verses of the 
first chapter of John, sometimes stum- 
bling, sometimes prompting each 
other, but successfully going through 
to the end. Never once did their father 
offer aid, except by giving them his 
wholehearted, loving attention. 

“That,” he said as they finished, “is 
the very nicest present you could possi- 
bly have given me.

“I'll always remember this birth- 
day and vour gift.” 

The girls beamed. Had the older 
daughter just stumbled upon that par- 
ticular passage, or had something in it 
caught her attention when she had 
heard it read at family prayers? For as 
long as the girls could remember, the 
Bible had been read aloud daily in 
their home. No concessions were made 
to age. It was not expected that every 
day’s reading would hold equal mean- 
ing for every member of the family. 
The Book had in it many different 
kinds of things—something for every- 
one. One day’s reading would appeal 
especially to one member of the family; 
another dav’s verses to another. 

Even the 7-vear-old gained much 
from the Bible reading. She enjoyed 
the story parts. She loved the Psalms, 
some of which the family memorized 
and said together on Sundays. And she 
liked other parts—even parts she did 
not understand at all. 

Who knows what or how much a 
child gets from seeing a thing of beauty 
or hearing a glorious piece of music— 
or from listening to a great passage 
from the Bible? What if it is “beyond” 
him intellectually? Children crave 
some experiences that are beyond their

understanding. Why set limits on their 
horizons? Of course we need to take 
into consideration the various levels of 
development children pass through— 
and we constantly do, giving them ex- 
periences that are meaningful at each 
level. At the same time let’s not deny 
them the big, enriching experiences. 
Let children catch a glimpse of the 
sweep and glory of the Book of Books 
in its complete form. Let them heer 
different sorts of passages. Encourage 
them to explore its pages themselves. 
So, in every list of Bible books let’s 
put first the Bible itself: the King 
James Version if you seek the beauty of 
classic English; the Revised Standard 
Version if you want clearer meaning, 
expressed in the language of today. 


Vou will be told that the Bible is an 
adult book and too strong meat for 
children and that giving children the 
Bible in its undiluted form will turn 
them away from it. There are ways— 
and ways—of doing things, and of 
course anything can be overdone. But 
it can also be underdone—and this is 
the bigger problem. One way to in- 
troduce children to the Bible is to read 
it together. Family Bible reading gives 
the voung child the feeling of sharing 
in something adult and strong and fine, 
in addition to what he gets from the 
verses themselves. Having the Bible 
easily available enables him to become 
acquainted with its arrangement to 
find in it familiar passages and to dis- 
cover new ones which have meaning 
for him. Children abound in mental 
curiosity and are eager to increase in 
stature. All they need is the chance. 

You will be told that small children 
get strange ideas from the Bible. Some- 
one will surely tell you the story of the 
little boy showing his drawing of a 
bearded old man at the wheel of a car 
with two passengers. “It’s God,” the 
boy explained, “driving Adam and Eve 
out of the Garden of Eden.” And you'll 
hear of the little girl picturing the 
Flight into Egypt and putting a big 
black spot on the donkey’s neck. “The 
flea,” she said. “You know, the angel 
told Joseph to take Mary and the baby 
and flee into Egypt.” 
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But these stories no more prove that 
the Bible should not be given children 
“straight” than the frequent misunder- 
standings children get from adult con- 
versations prove that these should 
cease in their presence. Misconceptions 
—and their correction—are a_ natural 
part of the learning process. We can’t 
possibly keep children from everything 
they might misconstrue, nor would 
they learn much if we were to do so. 

There is nothing incompatible or in- 
consistent with encouraging children 
to make the acquaintance of the Bible 
itself and providing them with the best 
possible Bible editions and books on 
their own mental and emotional age 
levels. 

For the youngest this means picture 
books, very simple retellings of a 
limited number of Bible stories and 
carefully chosen selections from the 
Bible. 

For children who are just beginning 
to read it means illustrated Bible story 
books—not so thick as to be forbidding 
—with large tvpe, simple vocabulary, 
and more stories than for the youngest, 
and with books which have more and 
longer selections from the Bible itself. 

The older children are ready for 
longer, fuller retellings of the narrative 
parts of the Bible with connecting 
background material that places the 
various stories in their proper setting. 
They will enjoy fiction with Biblical 
settings and will get a good deal out 
of interpretive biographies of the 
heroes of the Bible and some simply 
written books about the Bible. 

Our responsibility for choosing Bible 
books for children is great. There are 
so many available, and so few bear 
close resemblance to the source, either 
in substance or in spirit. If we are in 
earnest in our effort to find the best 
for our children, we will not be swayed 
by oversized pages and lavishly colored 
pictures. There is nothing whatever 
wrong with these things provided real 
integrity of selection, writing and il- 
lustrating are there also. Too often, 
the more eye-catching features have 
been substituted for those of basic im- 
portance. Allow yourself time to ex- 
amine the books you are considering 
buying. You may find it helpful to ask 
yourself these questions: 

Is this book worthy of the Bible? 
Will it lead readers toward, not away 
from the Bible? 

Is this book presented in a way that 
will have real meaning for the age 
child or children for whom I am select- 
ing itP 

Do I get the feeling, from glancing 
at a few pages, that the author is 
spiritual-minded and sincere as well 
as a competent writer for this age 
level? 

What about the pictures: Do they 
give the right idea of the incidents and

A series of pic- 
tures and very little text make up these 
related stories—the kind of a book a child 
can appreciate. 


Bible Books for Small People, by. Muriel 
Chalmers and Mary Entwistle (Nelson, 
each, 60c). In these small books with large 
type and uncluttered color pictures, the 
stories are retold in the simplest possible 
language. Titles are Baby Moses; The 
Farmer and His Field; Hosanna to the 
King; Isaac of the Tents; Jesus, Friend of 
Little Children; The Shepherd and His 
Sheep; The Song the Shepherds Heard; 
The Star of the King; When Jesus Was a 
Boy. 


Tell Me About God and Tell me About 
Jesus, by Mary Alice Jones, illustrated by 
Pelagie Doane (Rand McNally, each, 
$2.50). These two books are in the form 
of conversations between a mother and 
her young son, growing out of everyday 
experiences of the boy. They answer his 
questions and make clearer to him the 
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nature of God and Jesus and his relation- 
ship to them. 


Ages 7-10 


Jesus’ Story, adapted and illustrated by 
Maud and Miska Petersham (Macmillan, 
$2.50). A thoughtful selection for younger 
readers from the King James Version with 
delightful pictures in color. 


The Coming of the King, by Norman 
Vincent Peale, illustrated by William 
Moyer (Prentice-Hall, $2). The Nativity 
story, reverently and beautifully told, with 
many line drawings against a soft color 
background. Between incidents the ap- 
propriate Bible verses are given. 


Once There Was a Little Boy, by 
Dorothy Kunhardt, illustrated by Helen 
Sewell (Viking, $2.50). This imaginatively 
written story of the childhood of Jesus 
with its soft, appealing pictures makes de- 
lightful read-aloud material with younger 
children. 


Happy Acres, by Erling Nicolai Rolf- 
scrud (Augsburg, $2.50). 


His Name Was Jesus, by Mary Alice 
Jones, illustrated by Rafaello Busoni 
(Rand McNally, $2.95). Jesus’ boyhood in 
Galilee and His ministry among His 
people. 


Brave Men of the Bible, by Emma Pet- 
tey (Broadman, $.65). An inexpensive vol- 
ume telling the stories of seven Bible per- 
sonalities, each of them courageous in his 
own way. Suitable for very young chil- 
dren. 


A Small Child’s Bible, written and il- 
lustrated by Pelagie Doane (Oxford, 
$4.75). Seventy stories from both Old and 
New Testaments, greatly condensed, each 
with an attractive full-color picture on 
the facing page. 


Early Old Testament Stories; Later Old 
Testament Stories; Stories of Jesus; First 
to be Called Christians, by Ethel L. 
Smither, illustrated by Kurt Wiese (Abing- 
don, each, $1.50). These four books carry 
the young reader through the major events 
of the Bible, from the story of Abraham 
to that of Paul. The easily read narrative, 
the size of the books, the type, and the 
rather bold color pictures appeal to this 
age level. 


Bible Stories for Boys and Girls, by Ted 
Engstrom (Zondervan, $2.95). 


A First Bible, selected by Jean West 
Maury, illustrated by Helen Sewell (Ox- 
ford, $4), Fourteen stories from the Old 
Testament and about twice as many from 
the New in the King James Version. The 
passages will have meaning for younger 
readers, The pictures are dignified, strong, 
and appealing. 


Always There Is God, by Robbie Trent, 
illustrated by Elinore Blaisdell (Abingdon, 
$2). Creation is shown as a continuing 
process in this book of poetic prose, ap- 
propriate Bible verses, and delicate pic- 
tures, 
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Child’s Garden of Bible Stories, by Ar- 
thur W. Gross (Concordia, $1.95). 


Ages 11-14 


Hurlbut’s Story of the Bible, by Jesse 
Lyman Hurlbut (Winston, $3.95). A long- 
time favorite, this well-illustrated book 
has been brought up to date with modern 
artwork and a new type face. Children 
able to read will enjoy it, the younger 
children who must be read to will be able 
to follow most of the stories. 


The Lord Is My Shepherd, by Nancy 
Barnhart (Scribner, $4.75). A large book 
with stories from both Old and New 
Testaments and striking black-and-white 
drawings made by the author in the Holy 


Land. 


The Children’s Bible. tr. and arranged 
by Henry A. Sherman and Charles Foster 
Kent (Scribner, $2.50; illus., $3.50), This 
carefully abbreviated King James Version 
for junior and intermediate boys and girls 
has become a classic. 


Egermeier’s Bible Story Book, by Elsie 
Egermeier (Warner, $3.95 and $5.50), The 
revised edition contains 312 stories, with 
179 full-page pictures, 64 of them in full 
color. The more expensive edition has 
more pages, better binding, and comes in 
a gift box. 


The Moody Bible Story Book (Moody 
Press, $3.95). There are 400 stories in 
short chapters, with 164 two-color illus- 
trations in this comparatively new volume 
based upon a famous Dutch Bible story 
book. Shows practical application of the 
stories to daily living. 


Rainbow Book of Bible Stories. by J. 
Harold Gwynne (World , $4.95), More 
than 100 stories from Old and New Tes- 
taments, retold mostly in King James ver- 
sion language. With 111 illustrations. 


The Bible Story, by Arthur S. Maxwell 
(Review and Herald Pub, Assoc.). Nine 
of the 10 volumes of this impressive 
and beautiful work, written from the 
Seventh-Day Adventist standpoint, are 
available. 


The Child’s Story Bible, by Catherine 
F. Vos, (Eerdmans, $3.95). Covers the en- 
tire Bible in 292 stories and 732 pages, 
and has pronuciation and_ Scripture 


guides. 


The Bible Story for Boys and Girls; Old 
Testament and New Testament, by Walter 
Russell Bowie; illustrated (Abingdon, 
O.T., $3.50; N.T., $2.50). Effective retell- 
ing of the dramatic epics of the Old 
Testament, with running narrative which 
places them in proper relationship. The 
New Testament volume is equally well 
done. The author’s The Story of the Bible. 
(Abingdon, $3.50) is the same type of 
continuous narrative, expertly done for 
older children. 


Moses, by Katherine B. Shippen 
(Harper, $2). A vivid portrayal of the 
Hebrew leader told in a way to appeal to 
modern boys and girls. 
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Other Biblical biographies, some more 
fictionized than this but all based on the 
Bible and rounded out in accordance with 
known historic and geographic facts are 
the Heroes of God series (Association 
Press, each, $2) including Queen Esther, 
Star in Judea’s Crown, by Laura Long; 
Amos, Prophet of Justice, by Sara Jenkins; 
Paul, The World’s First Missionary, by 
Albert N. Williams; and these books: 
Young King David and Coat of Many 
Colors, by Marian King (Lippincott, each, 
$2.50); The Story of Joseph, by Josephine 
Sanger Lau (Abingdon, $2); Behold Your 
Queen! (Esther) and Saul’s Daughter, by 
Gladys Malvern (Longmans, each $2.75). 


Among the many excellent stories with 
accurate Biblical background are Ann of 
Bethany; Ethan the Shepherd Boy; and 
Joel the Potter's Son. by Georgiana Dorcas 
Ceder (Abingdon, each $2); Nathan. Boy 
of Capernaum and Stephen, Boy of the 
Mountain, by Amy Morris Lillie (Dutton, 
each, $3.50). 


Augustus Caesar’s World: 44 B.C. to 
A.D. 14. by Genevieve Foster (Scribner 
$4) will provide an over-all view of world 
civilization at the time of Christ, while 
Picture Book of Palestine, by Ethel L. 
Smither (Abingdon, $1.50) for the younger 
children, and Encyclopedia of Bible Life, 
by Madeleine S. and J. Lane Miller 
(Harper, $5.95) for the older children, will 
prove satisfactory reference books for data 
concerning life in Palestine in Bible times.

His reading did far more for our 
minds and _ spirits than impersonal 
movies and television can ever do. We 
were not fed scientific and technical 
facts, for which, we admit, modern 
forms of communication serve as the 
almost perfect medium. We did not 
have plots acted out before our eyes, 
to be grasped without effort on our 
part. But we were acquiring a taste for 
discovering facts for ourselves and for 
gaining ideas through language, an 
essential and required art, even in the 
present highly technical day, but one 
which is being discouraged through 
visual education and mechanical forms 
of entertainment. 

Having been read to, it followed 
normally and almost automatically, 
that we became good readers ourselves, 
and had in our early teens acquired a 
taste for the best in literature. This 
does not mean that I chose at age 12 
“The Vicar of Wakefield” for recrea- 
tional reading. It does mean that I 
considered “The Little Colonel” books 
and “Tom Sawyer” at least as engross- 
ing as the Katzenjammer Kids, which 
was the popular comic of my day. 
Paderewski’s delightful Minuet serves 
better to cultivate youthful musical ap- 
preciation than a Berlioz symphony, 
but both are classics. The same is true

to achieve communion with God it was 
not necessary to be always at church 
or repeatedly on one’s knees. He made 
an oratory of his heart, and by telling 
just how he did it he has helped suc- 
cessive generations of Christians to live 
for God in kitchen, office and factory. 

His secret is disclosed in this little 
gem of personal testimony: “The time 
of business does not with me differ 
from the time of prayer; and in the 
noise and clatter of my kitchen, while 
several persons are at the same time 
calling for different things, I possess 
God in as great tranquility as if I were 
upon my knees at the Blessed Sacra- 
ment.” 

So one might go on listing and com- 
menting upon the great spiritual 
classics that have stood the test of time 
and been read and loved by millions of 
believing men and women. “The Pri- 
vate Devotions of Lancelot Andrewes,” 
for example. Many an individual con- 
scious of the poverty of his prayer life, 
weary of the narrowness of the range 
of his petitions and intercessions, feel- 
ing the need of a new vocabulary on 
prayer, has been introduced by An- 
drewes to a whole new dimension of 
spiritual experience. 

Or “The Pilgrim’s Progress” by John 
Bunyan. What a portrait gallery! The 
characters are not mere allegorical fig- 
ures but men and women, drawn to the 
life, of like passions with ourselves, 
such as Great Heart and Valiant-for- 
Truth on the one hand, and on the 
other Mr. Fearing who had a Slough 
of Despond in his mind, and Mr. Two- 
tongues whose “great-grandfather was 
but a water-man, looking one way and 
rowing another.” 

But in our own century, books have 
been written that give promise of be- 
coming spiritual classics both by the 
way in which thev are meeting pre- 
vailing needs and by their undimin- 
ished hold on new generations of read- 
ers. One such work is Thomas Kelly’s 
“Testament of Devotion.” There is no 
extravagance of statement in claiming 
that its place is alongside of the great 
devotional masterpieces of the past. 
Indeed, some find Kelly speaking to 
their condition as none of the ancients 
does. He “finds” them as they seem 
powerless to do. Yet there are points 
of resemblance, more especially with 
Brother Lawrence who is quoted fre- 
quently and always with admiration 
and affection. 

Like Brother Lawrence, Kelly found 
the way to God and practiced the pres- 
ence of God. He had, moreover, the 
rare gift of being able to tell what he 
had experienced and to demonstrate 
in convincing fashion that the experi- 
ence could be known by those who 
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have to do business in the thick of the 
world. From first to last his theme is 
that God can be found, that there is a 
resting place of absolute peace and 
joy and power and security for the 
soul, a Divine Center for every life. 
He writes not as one who has knowl- 
edge about God but acquaintance with 
Him. And what the acquaintance 
taught him was that religion is not 
something to be added to our other 
duties. This only means making our 
lives more complex. The life with God 
is the center of life, and everything is 
remodeled and transfigured by it. 


A book that deserves to be ranked 
with Kelly’s is “The Spiritual Life” 
by Evelyn Underhill. It shows that the 
spiritual life is not an intense form of 
piety remote from everyday experience 
and peculiar to saints, but the heart of 
all religion and therefore of vital con- 
cern to ordinary men and women. Its 
essence consists in a growing com- 
munion with God, and in a growing 
co-operation with Him which inspires 
and motivates all our actions. What is 
asked of us is not necessarily a great 
deal of time devoted to what we regard 
as spiritual interests and exercises, but 
the constant offering of our wills to 
God so that the practical duties which 
fill most of our days can become part 
of His order and be given spiritual 
significance and meaning. 
Who sweeps a room as for Thy laws, 
Makes that and the action fine . . . 


There is no book of its kind to which 
I owe more than this one. I have read 
it several times—it runs to only 142 
pages—and have dipped into it re- 
peatedly, and never without a quicken- 
ing of mind and spirit. Written in 
simple language, keeping close to the 
practicalities of day by day existence, 
it is an ideal book for Lenten reading. 

One other modern classic I shall 
mention—“A Diary of Private Prayer” 
by John Baillie. It consists of morning 
and evening devotions for a month 
and covers the whole range of prayer 
—confession, petition, intercession, 
thanksgiving, communion. It has ex- 
traordinary comprehensiveness and at 
the same time has warmth and inti- 
macy. It widens the horizons of thought 
and imagination and kindles in the 
soul the fires of yearning and aspira- 
tion. There has been a constant de- 
mand for it since it first appeared in 
1936, and one hears of some who have 
turned to it so frequently that they can 
repeat many of the prayers from 
memory. 

This, too, is a testament and, quot- 
ing John Milton, we may say of it, 
as of so many volumes: “A good book 
is the precious life blood of a master 
spirit . . . treasured up for a life beyond 
life.” Tue Enp

CAVE OF RICHES, The Story of the 
Dead Sea Scrolls, by Alan Honour. Tak- 
ing the most interesting facts from the 
wealth of scholarly material, the author 
tells an intriguing tale of the finding of 
the scrolls and their significance. Though 
the story is not fictionized to any extent 
the part of the Bedouin boy who found 
the first cave is made important. Perhaps 
the finest feature of the book is the sense 
of excitement and anticipation the author 
gives the reader about the possibility of

A rather com- 
plete and wholly charming picture of 
farm life is presented in this A B C book 
for the smallest. Two happy children 
hunt for words to match each letter of 
the alphabet as they go about their farm 
chores, Z is the hardest, but finally the 
sun slanting through the bars on the 
horse’s stall stripes his hide and turns 
him into a zebra, The illustrations by 
Aldren A. Watson are pen drawings col- 
ored with crayon. (Knopf, $2.50) 


LITTLEST ONES, edited and _ illus- 
trated by Pelagie Doane. “Small things 
that have no words” and the small child’s 
joy in them are delightfully presented in 
this tiny gift book of verses by a variety of 
poets. Dainty decorations and clear full- 
page illustrations in color make it a book 
to be cherished, (Oxford Univ.

THE VEGETABULL, by Jan Le Witt.

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in the world of books, and our children 
are blessed with many classics to grow 
on. These books are alive and sparkling. 
They bring characters bursting from 
their pages. 

It is impossible, for example, to keep 
Tom Sawyer and Huckleberry Finn 
within the confines of printed pages. 
On the contrary, they take you fishing 
with them; you wait breathlessly as 
you try to cure a wart with rainwater 
from a hollow stump; you play hookey 
by proxy and so satisfy a mild urge to 
rebellion; you enter into their other 
wonderful youthful capers. And all the 
while, you are only reading a book! But 
your yearning for adventure and 
distant scenes is satisfied. 

Later, as the years bring responsi- 
bility and serious challenge, you have 
learned to turn to this same treasure- 
house for wisdom, inspiration, com- 
fort, and relaxation. You have come to 
agree with the poet who said, 

When others fail him, the wise man looks 
To the sure companionship of books. 


Because books became a part of my 
everyday life at an early age, I was 
happily prepared for my schoolbooks. 
I did not look upon them as instru- 
ments of torture or at best necessary 
accompaniments to getting through 
school. I was no more than an average 
student, but I opened each new book 
(and they were drab indeed to look at 
in those days) with anticipation. I did 
not look upon them as something to 
study, which would probably have re-

pelled me at the start, but as something 
to read. And the difference in that 
psychological approach is vast and im- 
portant. Today, publishers spend ap- 
palling amounts of money, which the 
taxpayers underwrite, for color and 
design and illustrations that will, every- 
body hopes, inveigle pupils to read 
their textbooks with some degree of 
pleasure. Unfortunately, many of those 
pupils, if left to their own choices, 
would give books of any kind a wide 
berth, and they expect of their text- 
books nothing but boredom and diffi- 
culty. 

No child prodigy, I was nonetheless 
neither bewildered nor aggrieved when 
a teacher first asked our class to look 
up words in a dictionary and facts in 
an encyclopedia. Believe it or not, I 
had once been given a bright red 
covered dictionary in my Christmas 
stocking, personally inscribed by Santa 
himself! I still have that precious 
memento. And my brother and I had 
poured, fascinated, over those three- 
or four-layered colored illustrations 
that used to appear in home encyclo- 
pedias. Sometimes at mealtime, a name 
or term would arise that we children 
found unfamiliar. Father made a game 
of our going to the encyclopedia to find 
out what it meant. 

Does that set of encvclopedias that 
some persuasive salesman talked you 
into buying serve your home as a false 
front for erudition, or do your children 
know from experience that here is the 
knowledge of the ages, available at

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their fingertips? The printed book is a 
sacred heritage, too precious to be 
neglected or even taken carelessly for 
granted. 

The diet of books on which our 
family thrived was fairly well balanced, 
as I recall. We had many bone-building 
proteins as well as savory sweets. I 
have mentioned specimens of both, and 
I am fascinated by the frequency with 
which I run into the subject matter 
of a favorite book of my childhood 
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1957 RED CROSS CAMPAIGN 


in the very different modern world in 
which I live. For example, in 1912, 
when the S.S. Titanic sank, a hastily 
put together book describing the ship 
and the tragedy appeared in my 
father’s library. I am sure it was not 
literature, but from its graphic pages 
and photographs I learned for the first 
time about the appointments of an 
ocean liner. Last winter, some of the 
scenes described in that book ap- 
peared on my television set in the skill- 
ful dramatization of the modern book 
“A Night to Remember,” an absorbing 
account of that maritime tragedy. 

Of course, temporary periods of 
neglect interrupted the “book life” of 
my adolescence. But these periods 
were not of long duration. Once ac- 
quired, the taste for reading is never 
lost. Eventually I returned, to the new 
and often to the old books that had 
been my friends through the years, 
that seemed to have been written just 
for me. And, as in the case of a friend 
whom you have not seen for some time 
but with whom you can pick up almost 
where you left off, you go back to a 
cherished book and feel, with Jeremiah, 
that you have returned to the old paths 
and walk therein. 

At one period of my life I visited 
on occasion a certain New England 
village. On each visit I went to the 
public library in the town and into 
the children’s room, a particularly 
charming spot, to read again Emilie 
Poulsson’s wonderful tribute to books 
that appears on a wall of that room: 


Books are keys to wisdom’s treasure; 
Books are gates to lands of pleasure; 
Books are paths that upward lead; 
Books are friends. Come, let us read.

Confessing Christ Today 
MATTHEW 16:13-27 


Opposition to Jesus was growing. Even 
the common people were getting im- 
patient with Jesus. True He did many 
wonderful works, yet He seemed to do 
nothing about Israel’s independence. Now 
the leaders of the nation were becoming 
concerned. Their spies were always pres- 
ent to report in detail on Jesus, Crowds 
still gathered where He was, It was time 
for Him to slip away from the crowds. He 
needed time with His disciples, opportu- 
nity for uninterrupted teaching. So He 
crossed the Jordan above Lake Galilee 
and moved north toward the Lebanon 
mountains. In the foothills of the moun- 
tains was a new resort town built by the 
Herodian King Philip and named in honor 
of Caesar. To distinguish it from another 
town, Caesarea, on the coast of Palestine, 
it was called Caesarea Philippi. There 
the nature gods of the Romans were wor- 
shiped with lustful orgies, There Roman 
brutality and luxury ran riot.

Forgiveness Unlimited 
MATTHEW 18:21-35 
Jesus is continuing personal instruction 
to His disciples. Peter wants more detailed 
rules for forgiveness. He had been brought 
up in a religion that laid down rules for 
almost every hour of the day and every 
act of life. The rabbis taught that one 
might be expected to forgive an offending 
neighbor as many as seven times, After 
that, “An eye for an eye and a tooth for 
a tooth.” “No,” answered Jesus, “the call to 
forgive is unlimited.” You see, forgiveness 
is love in practice, and love can never be 
reduced to a mathematical formula, 


It pays to be forgiving. Any good sales- 
man knows that. You can’t make venge- 
ance pay off, except in its own coin, And 
it is healthy to be forgiving. Physicians 
and psychiatrists know that. You cannot 
have a healthy mind or body while you 
nurse your grievances, But Jesus had a 
deeper reason for insisting that forgiveness 
is an essential Christian virtue. The para- 
ble Jesus told Peter makes this clear. 
One servant owed his king an impossible 
debt, perhaps as much as all the taxes 
Palestine paid Rome in a year. He de- 
served no mercy. Only a rascal could have 
contracted such a debt. But the king for- 
gave. Then this same servant turned a 
deat ear to a fellow servant who owed 
him a small debt and begged for a little 
time to pay it. No wonder the rest of the 
servants were outraged. No wonder the 
king withdrew his mercy, The point is 
clear. We are forgiven an impossible 
debt of sin, freely, out of God’s com- 
passion, and at the fearful cost of His 
Son’s cross, How unspeakably mean when

MATTHEW 21:23-32 


“I say unto you.” There was no pre- 
tense about Jesus, no false humility. The 
claims of Jesus would be absurd or blas- 
phemous in another, Jesus did not say 
“This do and live,” but “He that followeth 
me shall have the light of life.” The 
scribes quoted authorities. Jesus spoke 
with authority. The scribes proclaimed a 
second-hand religion; Jesus spoke from 
experience, The scribes knew about God; 
Jesus knew God. The scribes preached 
what men should practice; Jesus practiced 
what He preached, He was His gospel. 
Jesus spoke with authority because He 
himself was the author of His gospel. 
“The common people heard Him gladly,” 
and well they might. They not only un- 
derstood Him, they trusted Him. So it 
should be with us. 


“You see I love him and he can do any- 
thing he likes with me.” So spoke a very 
spoiled young woman who was just dis- 
covering what it meant to love a worthy 
man. The authority of Jesus was the au- 
thority that love inspires. People felt that 
Jesus cared. Through Him they could feel 
the reality of God’s fatherhood. Here was 
no cold, vague speculation about God. 
God came alive for them in Jesus, inter- 
ested in each of them, loving them all. 
This authority does not drive. It draws. It 
is the only kind of authority that lasts. 

To question Jesus is to be questioned. 
Those who presumed to judge Jesus were 
themselves judged. Jesus laid His finger 
on the sore spot in the character of His 
critics. They were “big talk and little do.” 
Even tax collectors and harlots who come 
penitently to Christ deserve higher rating. 


@ March 24, 1957 
Are We Hypocrites? 
MATTHEW 23:13-15,23-28, 37-39 


What devilish men they must be to 
merit the seven terrible woes from Jesus! 
Surely they will be highway robbers, 
crooked rascals doing business in the 
market places, dealers in loose women for 
houses of ill fame, lazy louts willing to live 
on the industry of their neighbors, evil 
men despised by all decent folks. But, no! 
The wrath of our gentle Lord was stirred 
against the respectable leaders of religion. 
No doubt they were good family men, 
certainly good providers, faithful in the 
practices of religion, versed in their Scrip- 
tures and loyal to their country. Are we 
hypocrites? Clearly we cannot be classified 
by appearances, by position or by pro- 
fession. 


The woes of Jesus are better understood 
by a re-reading of the Sermon on the 
Mount. There Jesus exposes the true 
nature of religion. He throws the search- 
light of judgment on the heart. What peo- 
ple do is not unimportant. Prayer, tithing, 
fasting—all the practices of religion are 
good if their motive is good. Any deed of 


mercy or act of piety done merely for the. 


sake: of appearances is hypocritical. We 
pretend to love God and our neighbor 
when self-love is the real motive. Why is 
it that more people will give more to any 
cause when a subscription list is to be 
published? It is human nature to want 
“to keep up with the Joneses” but re- 
deemed nature should want only to please 
God by worship and service. The scribes 
and Pharisees were counterfeits. They 
lived to be seen of men, not of God, and 
they had their reward. The antidote to 
hypoc risy is the practice of the Presence 


of Christ. 


@ March 31, 1957 
How Shall We Be Judged? 
MATTHEW 25:31-46 


Too much speculation has been wasted 
on the time, place and general character- 
istics of the last judgment. We would bet- 
ter face the fact of judgment, the fact of 
final accountability to God for our way of 
life. Our Lord used the thought patterns 
of His day when He spoke of the last judg- 
ment. His language is pictorial and sym- 
bolic. It tells us, vividly and succinctly, 
all we need to know. It seems clear that 
this life is testing time and death for each 
of us marks the end of our probation. 
Then the evidence is all in, 
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Jesus here illustrates love as the fulfill- 
ment of the law. We dare not isolate any 
teaching of Jesus from all that He taught, 
all that He is. Love to Christ is dynamic 
and is bound to express itself in Christ-like 
deeds of love. We do not consciously re- 
member Christ’s love to us every time we 
are kind to our neighbors. But we are so 
committed to Him in love and gratitude 
for our salvation that we see our neighbors 
with His compassionate eyes and serve 
them lovingly as He would do. Then when 
our needy neighbors are difficult and hard 
to help, we will remember that our love 
to Christ is being tested and we will do 
our best to serve those standing in need, 
for Jesus’ sake. 


God’s judgments are not arbitrary. The 
fact is that we judge ourselves, Our final 
judgment is not based on the number of 
neighbors we have helped or failed to 
help. There may be many motives for be- 
ing a good neighbor, some unselfish and 
others selfish. For a Christian “the love of 
Christ constrains.” Clearly Jesus taught 
that life eternal can never be earned by 
good works, It is the gift of God to all who 
accept Jesus Christ as their God and 
Saviour, Christian love and faith are the 
roots from which alone grow Christian 
deeds,

know there was alcohol in beer! Twen- 
ty-one to 25 years of age, and did not 
know there was alcohol in beer! I 
stayed there for six consecutive pe- 
riods. 

Here was evidence of a hunger for 
factual information, if we present it 
as factual information. More than one 
student came up afterwards and said, 
“I'm not going to drink any more. It 
isn’t worth it.” Yet I preached no ser- 
mons. 

This group I believe is our greatest 
potential. It is the group from which 
we can look to find those who will in- 
fluence others of their own age. Young 
people are clannish. All you have to 
do is get one or two leaders, and you've 
got the group. 

We haven't done much for them. 
We need instruction in the schools, We 
need instruction in teachers’ colleges. 
We need instruction at every teachers’ 
convention, just as we need it at every 


ministerial convention. 


But the motivations that are played 
upon, and the ways in which the in- 
formation is given, are as different as 
dav from night. Until we recognize 
that these are different groups and dif- 
ferent motivations, and gear our infor- 
mation to them, we're only going to 
continue shouting down our own little 
rain barrel. 

There’s a fourth group of people in 
the world: A group of people who are 
interested only in their own well-being. 
They don’t give a hoot about anybody 
else. Their only interest is to satisfy 
their own selfish desires. If we're to 
work in the temperance field we better 
recognize the existence of this group of 
people, and not let them disturb or 
upset us in going about our work. 

Their carping criticism, their ignor- 
ing of our work, should not disturb 
us in the least. A few of them are even 
in churches. We must not get angry 
at them or call them names! Nor shall 
we be dissuaded by them. 

Recognizing that this group is a part 
of the picture will help make us philo- 
sophically much happier carrying out 
the task we have to do. 

Although our work may be a cru- 
sade, and although it certainly de- 
mands a crusading spirit, we live in 
an age in which the crusader is 
suspect. We live in an age in which 
we like to think we are moved by 
reason. 

We must therefore adapt the spirit 
of the times in which we live. We need 
to search as never before for the facts. 

And we need to get organized in 
the temperance program so that some- 
body is fighting on every front. When 
we do, we're going to get somewhere 
in making a better America. THE END

and added, “And here it is! It’s a won- 
derful clock, too. It has never been out 
of order or needed repair, just a little 
oil now and then, in the 68 years it 
has been running.” 

The youngsters were delegates to a 
Youth for Christ conference held yearly 
at Winona Lake. Each season many 
of the young people visit the old home, 
which might be called the Billy Sunday 
Shrine, see the mementos, have heart- 
to-heart talks with Ma, and catch much 
inspiration from her. Usually the visits 
wind up with a prayer by Ma, invoking 
God’s blessing on the youngsters. 

Mrs. Sunday attends the main youth 
meetings in the Billy Sunday taber- 
nacle, which seats 7,500, and often 
participates in the programs; she also 
attends the Winona Lake conferences 
during the summer. She has been a 
faithful attendant at all the services 
where the second Billy—Billy Graham 
—preached, becoming deeply attached 
to the evangelist and Mrs. Graham. 
With people overflowing the taber- 
nacle and out onto the grounds when- 
ever Graham spoke, the scene was 
much like the days when Billy Sunday 
drew vast throngs to Winona Lake. 

Mrs. Sunday ignores her years as 
she hurries about the country serving 
the Lord. Each year she is starred at 
the annual meeting of Chicago’s Pacific 
Garden Mission, where Billy, as a 
youthful baseball player, was con- 
verted. It’s a rare month when she is 
not speaking to a rally, or is guest of 
honor somewhere or other. 

Many invitations pour in on Mrs. 
Sunday. She travels alone, as if she 
were in her prime—and she is in her 
spiritual prime, she tells you. “You 
never grow old in the Lord!” she says. 

While I was at her Winona Lake 
home, a group of young men came to 
ask Mrs. Sunday’s counsel about the 
ministry. 

“Let’s ask God first,” she said, and 
they knelt at the same “home altar” 
where Billy and “Nell” daily knelt dur- 
ing his lifetime to pray. Then she told 
of Billy’s call to the ministry, and how 
happy he was in it. 

“Mr. Sunday never doubted for a 
single minute that God had summoned 
him to preach, and it was the passion 
of his life,’ she said. “Never to his 
dying moment did he flag in his zeal 
for the Gospel. If you have that urge, 
you can’t stay out of the ministry, and 
you'll never be happy in anything else. 
Pray constantly, and God will answer 
you.” 

Young ministers, too, came to visit 
Mrs. Sunday, to inquire about her hus- 
band’s preaching and power in winning 
people. Nothing delights her more than 
to impart to them Billy’s secret. “It was 
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his love of God and love for souls,” 
she replies. 

One time a well-known evangelist 
came to tell her, “Peanut ministers are 
hampering my campaign.” Mrs. Sun- 
day listened, then gently admonished 
him: “If they are the Lord’s servants, 
don’t call them ‘peanuts.’ Let’s pray 
here, and when you get back, pray for 
patience, forgiveness and understand- 
ing. If it is God’s will, He will give you 
success,” 

Later the evangelist wrote, “God 
answered my prayer, and we had a 
wonderful closing to our revival.” 

During the last three years, more 
than 400 ministers, missionaries, evan- 
gelists, evangelistic singers and other 
Christian workers have visited Mrs. 
Sunday and told her they entered their 
work as a result of Billy Sunday's 
meetings. 

It was in her memento-filled home 
that Mrs. Sunday told me something 
of the early days. Among her souvenirs 
was a loving cup with an inscription of 
devotion and loyalty, given to Billy by 
high-school students of Norfolk, Vir- 
ginia. Another was presented in 1914 
by the chauffeurs of Scranton, Penn- 
sylvania, mostly drivers for wealthy 
families. There were similar remem- 
brances from students of Dartmouth 
College, Boy Scouts of different com- 
munities, Kresge store clerks of Tren- 
ton, New Jersey, and many others. 

“I was reared in Chicago in a Chris- 
tian home,” said Mrs. Sunday, “and as 
a young girl I attended the Jefterson 
Park Presbyterian Church, the pastor 
of which was the Rev. Frank Talmage, 
son of the famous preacher, T. DeWitt 
Talmage. It was a great evangelistic 
church. 

“One day my Sunday school teacher 
took me aside and said, ‘Helen, if you 
will accept Jesus as your Saviour, He 
will accept you. Wouldn’t you like to 
belong to Christ?’ I answered that I 
would. She prayed for me, and I gave 
my heart to God. I felt different—that 
I now had an unseen source of strength 
to help me through everything. It has 
never failed. 

“T shall never forget Easter Sunday 
in 1880. I was one of 57 children from 
the Sunday school to join the church. 
It was one of the proudest, happiest 
days of my life.” 

As she grew up she became one of 
the church’s most zealous workers. It 
was in the Jefferson Park Church, just 
half a block from her home, where she 
met Billy Sunday, who after his con- 
version became a worker in the Sunday 
school. 

The youthful ball player had first 
heard the call of God as he and a group 
of his mates wandered down State 
Street in Chicago. At Van Buren Street 
there came the sound of singing and 
preaching—a Pacific Garden Mission

street meeting was in progress. Billy 
broke away from his companions to 
listen. He went back several times later 
to the mission itself. 

One evening Mrs. George Clark, 
whose husband founded the mission, 
came to him, put her hands on his 
shoulders and said, “I wonder if you 
realize how much Jesus loves you. 
Don’t you want to be saved and live 
for Him?” Sunday answered, “I do.” 
He went to the front, and there re- 
peated the mission prayer, “God, be 
merciful to me, a sinner, and save me 
for Jesus’ sake.” 

Billy served as a Y.M.C.A. secretary 
for a while after leaving baseball for 
full-time Christian service. God called 
him to evangelism, and he answered. 

The revivals were many, and in all 
more than 1,000,000 professions of al- 
legiance to Christ were registered. Vast 
meetings were held in the greatest 
cities; New York, Chicago, Philadel- 
phia, Pittsburgh, Kansas City, to name 
a few. Mrs. Sunday feels that the 
Philadelphia campaign was one of the 
finest. Among other things, a debt- 
paying wave followed the _ revivals 
there. In New York City there were 
some 98,000 conversions, with nearly 
10,000 on the climactic closing day, 
when 60,000 people were turned away 
from the doors. 

It is said that Billy preached to more 
people in person—that is within sound 
of his voice, not by radio and televi- 
sion, which were not of his day—than 
any other man who has ever lived. No 
count was made, but authorities say 
his message reached directly at least 
100,000,000 people, probably more. 
Furthermore, he had no voice ampli- 
fier, only a sounding board at his back 
—but his tabernacles were built for the 
best acoustics possible in his day. 

Although Billy was failing during his 
latter days, he held revivals in 50 dif- 
ferent communities during his last 
three years, some running three weeks. 
He rose from a sick bed to give his last 
sermon at Mishawaka, Indiana, and 
40 responded to his call for dedication. 

Mrs. Sunday’s faith has carried her 
through deep waters of bereavement. 
She lost her husband by death, and 
within one period of four years her 
four children and a grandson, passed 
away. The widow found spiritual 
triumph in continuing the presentation 
of the Gospel immediately after her 
husband’s going. Kneeling by his cas- 
ket, she prayed, “Lord, if there’s any- 
thing left for me to do, please reveal 
it so I can serve Thee.” 

Within two days after the memorial 
service for Mr. Sunday in Moody 
Church. in Chicago, calls began to 
come to her to speak at remembrance 
meetings in different cities. One was 
from Buffalo, where thousands 
crowded the tabernacle on September

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19, the famed evangelist’s birthday. 
“It was deeply moving to see the 
throngs gathered to honor Mr. Sun- 
day,” she told me. “It seemed strange 
to be in a great meeting and my hus- 
band not with me. Yet I felt that I 
was not alone. Death cannot sever 
spiritual ties. I spoke on “What I Am 
Thankful For,’ and I continued to use 
it at memorials that followed at Syra- 
cuse, Minneapolis and other cities. 

“I told the people I was thankful 
that Billy’s homegoing was peaceful; 
that I had so many memories of our 
work together; that so many lost sheep 
were brought into the fold; that God 
was gracious in permitting me in a 
small way to carry on in Billy’s name.” 

Here Mrs. Sunday paused for a 
moment. “One of the sweetest things 
he ever said to me, and which he re- 
peated over and over, was ‘Mother, I'd 
die if you weren't interested in my 
preaching.’ ” 

One of Ma Sunday’s most delightful 
experiences was the Winona Lake ob- 
servance of “Ma Sunday Day” in 1955 
under the auspices of the Youth for 
Christ Conference. She was the guest 
of honor at the tabernacle services, giv- 
ing inspiration to young and middle- 
aged as she told of the life she and 
Billy lived together. 

She has a keen sense of humor and 
sprinkles her talks with anecdotes. She

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plication of the song they chose, “Shall

I covered the Billy Sunday meetings 
in Chicago for the Chicago Daily 
News. I can see the evangelist in ac- 
tion yet, as he climbed up on a chair 
waving the flag and called for allegi- 
ance to God and America, or imitated 
batting out a home run or stealing sec- 
ond base. Incidentally, Billy was one 


of the fastest base runners in the his- 
tory of baseball. And his unforgettable 
descriptions! I remember hearing him 
shout, “Some churches are so cold, 
icicles hang from the chandeliers, and 
the ushers take up the collection on 
skates!” 

Was the work of Billy and Ma Sun- 
day lasting? The hundreds of his con- 
verts in the ministry and missionary 
service today are the proof, As to Mrs. 
Sunday’s influence, here’s a sample: A 
group of 100 Christian business women 
meet monthly in Chicago for dinner, 
testimony and planning for Christian 
work. The organization was launched 
by Mrs. Sunday in 1918, during World 
War days, It has continued for 38 
years. Many others like it are scattered 
about the country. 

The deep, Gibraltar-like faith of 
Mrs. Sunday, her cheerfulness and her 
contagious concern for advancing the 
Kingdom of God, her memories of the 
past and her hopes for the future, make 
seeing and talking with her a wonder- 
ful experience.

Buying for Your A-V Library 


How To Buy For 
Your A-V Library 

I get these questions all the time: 
What should I buy for our A-V library? 
Should we buy slides? Should we buy 
films? What would you recommend? 

Before getting down to specifics, 
let’s back up a little for principles. If 
you have some rules to apply you can 
figure out the right things to buy for 
your situation. The following prin- 
ciples have been “kitchen-tested,” and 
widely accepted: 

1. Buy only materials you will use 
over and over again. Ask yourself how 
often you will use them in your situa- 
tion this year and next year. Don’t in- 
vest in one-shot items. Frequency of 
use is your first rule. 

2. Scope of use is the next consid- 
eration. Can this material be used with 
more than one age group? This, you 
see, is related to frequency. If it has a 
wide range of usefulness it will be used 
more often. 

3. Buy with an eye to quality in the 
pictures and in the commentary. Are 
the pictures good? Are they clear and 
easy and interesting to look at? Do 
they say something in and of them- 
selves? Will those who see them un- 
derstand them, and know what they 
are saying and showing? What about 
the commentary? Is it well written, 
compact or is it too wordy? If factual, 
is it clearly put? If inspirational, is it 
moving? If for children, is it really on 
their vocabulary and interest level? If 
the commentary is recorded, is it easy 
to hear and understand? Does it get 
something said? Is the voice pleasing, 
and does the background music sup- 
port or distract? 

That’s not all there is to quality, but 
it is a start. 

4. Is the material related to your 
need for special days and seasons— 
Easter, Thanksgiving, Christmas? Will 
it help you at these times? 

5. Remember that the Bible is cen- 
tral in your Sunday-by-Sunday lessons, 
and that Biblical materials will be 
needed often. 

6. Don’t overlook missions. Your 
denomination has its special fields, 
your church its special projects. Is the 
material related to these? If so, it will 
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be used more often, more fittingly. 

7. Are you getting something for 
the children? Little people like to see 
pictures. Don’t get top-heavy with ma- 
terials for the older age brackets. You 
will need A-V material for the Kinder- 
garten and Primary, and even the 
Nursery. Slides are good here. Remem- 
ber, little people like to see things over 
and over. 

8. Get some of the good A-V litera- 
ture on the use of A-V materials so 
youll have something interesting and 
informing for your meetings of parents 
and teachers. You can use A-V mate- 
rial to advantage in getting budget 
support for your A-V library. 

These eight principles will help keep 
you on the track if you have started 
and will get you off to a good start if 
you need to begin. 

What should you buy? First, you 
will not normally be buying motion 
pictures. The day may come when the 
prints of motion pictures will be cheap 
enough so it will pay the church to own 
its films. Right now they cost too much 
for the use you will make of them in 
the average church. You rent films 
from a local source, if possible, so as 
to get better service. Yes, costs do 
mount up, but you cannot save money 
by owning your own prints. They wear 
out whether being used or not. They 
need proper storage and care. Few 
churches can give them. Personally, I'd 
like a film on the basic facts of bever- 
age alcohol and its effects on individual 
and social life. I could use it often 
right now. Perhaps you could too. 

Second, you will buy more filmstrip 
than any other material. There are 
several varieties from which to choose. 
There are filmstrips with captions only, 
but not many of them are coming along 
now. More plentiful are those with 
printed and mimeographed commen- 
taries (improperly called “scripts”) to 
be read. Some of these have two ver- 
sions, one for children, the other for 
adults. When there is only one com- 
mentary, the user can develop another 
for younger or older people. The more 
expensive filmstrips with a recorded 
commentary or-narrative are becoming 
more plentiful all the time. Most of 
the recent ones are LP (33% rpm) re- 
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corded. A few still come at.the 78 rpm; 


and a few at 45 rpm. Watch out for 


these if you have only a one-speed 
record player. 

Third, you should buy some slides. 
Some A-V “experts” mistakenly think 
that slides are out of the running. They 
are not. They are just neglected. From 
a set you can select one, or two, or as 
many slides as your need and purpose 
dictate. My Kindergarten leader re- 
cently showed to her children four 
slides showing Jesus healing people. 
Next time she might want two or three 
or ten on some theme or.idea. Yes, 
slides are useful and ought to be in 
your A-V library. 


What To Buy For 
Your A-V Library 

Of necessity the list we offer here 
will be a highly personal selection and 
will not mention a lot of good material 
carried by producers and denomina- 
tions. Only a few sets or series can be 
included in our basic list. 

[ am thinking of the following as a 
beginning minimum A-V library. To 
many it may not seem like very much, 
but it will help you get started. 

Let’s take slides first. Here I recom- 
mend Elsa Anna Wood's series on the 
Life and Teachings of Jesus. They have 
stood the test. You can get the entire 
set of 50 or buy them in groups. 

Depending on your interest in the 
use of projected pictures in worship, I 
would recommend that you buy a few 
slides of such pictures as Hoffman’s 
Rich Young Ruler; Burnand’s Go Forth 
and Preach; Brown’s Christ Washing 
Peter's Feet—and such others as your 
interest and finances permit. 

In my thinking, the following film- 
strips fit pretty well the principles set 
forth above, and I recommend them. 
Buy through your local A-V dealer or 
library, or through your denomina- 
tional bookstore. 

I am not giving the price, since they 
may vary a little. A few of these titles 
are too recent to be included in the 
“Audio-Visual Resource Guide,” a 
wonderful and useful reference volume 
you can get from the National Council 
of Churches, 257 Fourth Ave., New 
York 10, N.Y. Price of Guide, $5, plus 
$2.50 for 1955 and 1956 supplements. 


Timely Film 

Now is the time to show your people 
the powerful film, What Price Freedom 
(from Broadcasting and Film Commis- 
sion, 220 Fifth Ave., New York 1, 
N.Y.). Filmed in Berlin and East Ger- 
many from an actual incident, it docu- 
ments the place of religious conviction 
in the lives of refugees. The refugee in 
your midst and the morning headlines 
on Poland and Hungary will mean 
more after you see this motion picture.

forms, such as choir robes or Boy 
Scout leaders’ uniforms which are not 
suitable for ordinary street wear. The 
purchase of music for a Sunday-school 
play, candles for a special outdoor 
service, even crayons and paper for the 
extra children in your Sunday-school 
class are all further examples of de- 
ductible unreimbursed expenditures 
made on behalf of your church. 

Tax regulations require you to list 
the names of the organizations to 
which you contributed in as much de- 
tail as possible, showing the amount 
given to each one. Rather than simply, 
“Church $100,” your return should 
say, “First Methodist Church, Stony 
Point, N.Y., $100.” 

It is desirable to keep some form of 
record of the contributions, direct and 
indirect, made by you over the course 
of the year. These could take the form 
of a separate page of the notebook you 
keep for the purpose of recording other 
deductible expenses. Even in the ab- 
sence of such records, provided you 
are sure that you actually did make the 
claimed expenditures or contributions, 
you are entitled both morally and 
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legally to make a reasonable estimate 
of these contributions. Bear in mind 
that any doubts may be properly re- 
solved against the taxpayer who has 
not kept adequate records. The Chris- 
tian citizen will not, however, take the 
attitude, “Ill pad this estimate because 
the government will cut me down if 
I’m audited anyway.” 

A special word to clergymen. They 
are, of course, required to pay Federal 
income taxes in the same manner as 
any other professional men. 

Under the tax laws, a minister’s in- 
come includes not only his salary but 
any additional honorariums received 
for performing marriages, funerals, 
baptisms and the like, even though 
these may be termed “gifts.” The value 
of the minister’s parsonage, or of a 
rental allowance paid to the minister 
in lieu of a parsonage provided by the 
church, is specifically tax exempt. A 
car allowance constitutes taxable in- 
come, but the expenses: of operating 
the car in connection with the minis- 
ter’s professional duties are an off- 


setting deduction. There should be an 


accounting of both. 

The minister's deductible car ex- 
penses include not only gasoline and 
oil, tires and insurance, but repairs 
and depreciation. To the extent that an 
automobile serves both for “business” 
and personal use, an allocation must 
be made between the two types of use; 
thus only a proportionate amount of 
the expense is deductible. 

The minister should also not forget 
to claim depreciation deductions on 
any equipment owned by him but used 
in his work, such as file cabinets, desks, 
typewriters, slide projectors and robes. 

For most ministers, this year is the 
last call to elect whether to be covered 
by the Social Security laws and to pay 
the self-employment tax. A minister 
who desires this coverage (and most 
of them have) should call the local 
Internal Revenue Service Office for 
the necessary form to make this elec- 
tion. New ministers will have ample 
time following their ordination to make 
their decision. 

When any Christian—whether he 
serves in the pulpit or in the pew—sits 
down to prepare his 1956 income tax 
returns, he has the chance to practice 
what he has preached and theorized— 
truth, honesty, integrity. He is not 
seeking to find loopholes to scramble 
through. He does not make wild esti- 
mates of his expenses and deductions 
or “overlook” items of income. He does 
not try to cast his rightful share of the 
tax burden on his fellow citizens. 

In good faith he reports his entire 
income to the best of his ability, and 
at the same time claims all legitimate 
deductions, including those for religi- 
ous and charitable contributions, to 
which he is entitled by law. END

—went out on a king-sized “bender.” 

Nothing would be gained by an 
hour-by-hour recital of those four or 
five days I spent stumbling from bar 
to bar. And actually I don’t know; it’s 
just a blur; in addition to all its other 
negative factors, alcohol kills the mem- 
ory. The mind retains no record of 
what you did when you were very 
drunk. 

All I know is I tried to wash away 
the picture of my beautiful Anne in a 
sea of liquor; tried to numb the pain 
of my broken heart.

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Mes often like to offer advice to 
the womenfolks about how to 
do their housework. They sometimes 
point out that women would be less 
tired and have more time for them- 
selves if they would organize their 
work better. And usually there is a 
good deal of merit in what they say. 

Now, a former Air Force mess officer 
and chef, Chaplain (Capt.) Arthur W. 
LeRoux offers advice to the social 
chairmen, food committees, or what- 
ever they may be called, engaged in 
serving food to crowds from church 
kitchens. 

The “easy way” to do it, he explains, 
is to get the planning and scheduling 
all done in advance, and not tire your- 
self by trying to plan, schedule and 
work all at the same time. Captain Le- 
Roux’s method is to do the major part 
—the paper work—well in advance of 
the actual serving day, in leisurely 
fashion while enjoying a cup of coffee.

To illustrate the possibilities of ad- 
vance planning he actually prepared 
and served a mother-and-daughter 
banquet for 100 persons in his local 
church. He had just returned from 
four years as mess officer during the 
war, where he had served as many as 
3000 persons each day. When the guild 
members came to him to ask advice 
about their forthcoming banquet, you 
can imagine their delight when he 
offered to do it for them, since he was 
not occupied at the time! 

Consternation reigned, however, 
when he did not appear upon the 
scene until afternoon. The food com- 
mittee had been in the habit of arriv- 
ing in full force at nine o’clock in the 
morning, and starting their long, ardu- 
ous preparations. Captain LeRoux ar- 
rived at 1:00 P.M., and without any 
assistance, prepared, cooked and su- 
pervised the serving of 100 guests, and 
the meal was served on time.

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“The purpose of this was not to 
prove that the social chairman can do 
it all alone,” he explained. “Remember, 
I had had experience as a chef in civil- 
ian life before entering the service, and 
four years as mess officer. Cooking and 
serving a meal for 100 is not the usual 
day-by-day experience of most house- 
wives. My purpose was to show that 
with the help that the social chairman 
does have, the meal can be prepared 
and served with ease. The committee 
need not be worn out at the close of 
the evening.” 

What is Captain LeRoux’s tech- 
nique, you ask? Well, he suggests, pick 
some morning, afternoon or evening 
that is convenient, weeks before the 
day of your banquet or dinner, and 
gather around you a good large-quan- 
tity cook book, a pad of paper, and a 
pencil. A list of the amounts of food 
used to feed large numbers is also a 
good thing to have. Such a list appears 
in the Good Housekeeping magazine 
for September, 1956. Or, you may send 
for Bulletin 803, “Purchasing Food for

From page 3 on, each page will be 
labeled with one item of the menu. 
Now that you have these sheets 
labeled, you can start scheduling. For 
the purpose of illustration, let’s assume 
that you have chosen baked ham. 
Therefore you take the page labeled 
“ham” and list the following phrases 
down the side of the page: prepar-

ation time, baking time, post-baking 
preparation, and supplies needed. 

If you do not know what the baking 
time is for ham, look it up in your cook 
book. You will find that normally those 
weighing 12 pounds or over take from 
15 to 20 minutes per pound at 325 
degrees. So you can see that the baking 
time for hams will be approximately 
four hours. Enter this on the “ham 
sheet” for baking time. Next, figure 
how long it will take you to get the 
hams ready for the oven. Assuming 
that it will take a half hour, make that 
entry for preparation time on the “ham 
sheet.” The next step is to ascertain 
how long it will take you to carve the 
ham after it is baked. For our purpose 
let’s say this will also take half an 
hour. This is entered after the post- 
baking preparation. Then you list the 
supplies you will need under “supplies 
needed,” such as the amount of ham, 
brown sugar, cloves, pineapple, or 
whatever you plan to use. 

Next, take your work sheet. The 
time from preparation through baking 
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and carving is a total of five hours, By 
subtracting five hours from the serving 
time, say 6:00 o'clock, you will arrive 
at 1:00 o'clock. In the 1:00 o'clock sec- 
tion of your work sheet you will write, 
“prepare hams.” In the 1:30 section of 
the work sheet you will write “put 
will write, “carve ham.” 

Following this plan, make a sheet 
for each item on your menu, listing the 
preparation, baking, post-baking prep- 
aration, and supplies needed. As each 
sheet is completed, the proper entries 
are made on the work sheet. 

You now have all the facts on your 
work sheet. The rest of the pages can 
be placed aside for use in making up 
your list of supplies needed. 

The next step is to revise the work 
sheet. If there are too many things 
scheduled at one time, put some of the 
preparation work into an open hour 
earlier in the day. For example, pota- 
toes can be peeled, cut up and kept in 
cold water for hours. Therefore the 
preparation time for them can be the 
first open period you have in the morn- 
ing. Your hams can be prepared in ad- 
vance and kept covered with foil until 
oven time. Salad can be prepared, all 
except the dressing, and kept covered. 
The dressing should be added as near 
serving time as possible. In other 
words, the only items that will have 
to have a definite time are those that 
require cooking. 


Now there is just one more impor- 
tant step. On another sheet put down 
the number of burners and ovens you 
have. Check to see if you have more 
items to cook than you have burners 
or ovens. If you do not, you are in luck, 
If you do have more items than burn- 
ers, then you must figure out what 
items can be prepared ahead of time, 
and either kept warm or reheated at 
the last minute. Remember your meat 
will be out of the oven at least one 
half hour before serving time, thus 
giving you the oven for heating the 
rolls or keeping something else warm. 

After you have revised your work 
sheet for oven and burner space, it is 
now time to make up the supply list. 
You simply take all of the sheets from 
number three on, and copy off the sup- 
plies needed. You will find such items 
as salt, butter, and milk appearing sev- 
eral times. Add up the total amount 
required and place it beside the first 
appearance of the item on your list, 
crossing off the repeats. 

Except for purchasing, you are now 
finished until the day of the dinner. 
That day you walk in with your work 
sheet and paste it in a conspicuous 
place with Scotch tape. As the com- 
mittee members come in, eager to go 


to work, one glance at the work sheet - 


will tell you what needs to be done at

that time, and you can keep everyone 
busy without confusion. 

Another tip to assist you this day is 
what Capt. LeRoux calls “work clean.” 
Keep a dish pan of water in the sink, 
and wash each spoon, fork, bowl or 
whatever you use as soon as you finish 
with it. This will not only keep your 
work tables clear, but will cut down 
on the amount of work to be done after 
the meal is over. It is always easier to 
wash one pan than to wait until you 
have five or six. 


As to serving the meal, Capt. Le- 
Roux finds this method the best and 
quickest in all his experience: Number 
your tables, with the speaker’s table 
being number one. Now line up your 
waiters, and have each one take a 
plate in each hand, When they are all 
ready, they march in to table one, go- 
ing down the side where the guest of

Jesus will withdraw with righteous in- 
dignation or will side with those who 
are dragging before Him a woman 
charged with adultery. He was the 
Lamb of God, without spot or blemish. 
Now here before Him is a culprit, a 
woman taken in the act of sinning. The 
honorable law of Moses had been 
broken. Venom and anger and the law 
itself called for blood and death. Surely 
this Man who was sinless would evade 
involvement in this messy business. 
She was flung in a heap before Him. 
The woman hid her head and shook 
with terror, waiting for the inevitable 
crushing stones. 

But there was only silence. Surely, 
surely He had gone, that One with the 
strong face and the shining eyes, be- 
fore Whom she had been thrown. She 
heard movement, footsteps that seemed 
to recede about her. She didn’t know 
her accusers read the writing in the 
dust: “Let him that is without sin cast 
the first stone,” and that they had one 
by one moved away. Then, ever so 
slowly, she raised her head—and He 
was still there! The agony, the loath- 
ing, the fear of that hour could never 
be forgotten by that woman. It was 
burned more deeply than any memory. 
But in every remembrance there was a 
hallowing of the horror, for there she 
knew, too, the redemptive and saving 
power of a friend. 

Students of the New Testament may 
do a great deal of haggling about the 
meaning of what Jesus said to people. 
But there can be little disputation 
about the way He acted toward peo- 
ple. His was an open, a concerned, an 
affectionate spirit toward everybody. 
Toward all He was undeniably a 
friend. 

Indeed He seemed to be using the 
highest possible title for His followers 
when, toward the last, He said, “I have 
called you friends.” And in the next 
sentence He put it strongly: “These 
things I command you, that ye love one 
another.” 

We churchmen are frequently criti- 
cized for being poor Christians. What 
is it to be a Christian? The simplest 
and, I think, most universal answer 
would be: a Christian is one who looks 
on Jesus as his Saviour and seeks to 
follow the way He taught and loved. 
Well, what did He teach? How did He 
love? I hope there can be some sure 
stirring of our consciences and con- 
cerns today as we stand up to what 
Jesus said: “This is my commandment, 
that ye love one another, as I have 
loved you,” and as we face what He 
was—a strong friend to all! 

What does it mean to be a Christian? 
It means to let something of the spirit 
of Jesus live through us in our day.

ily Americana, “The Friendly Persuasion.” One reader 
wrote across his ballot, “We should have more like this 
one,” and with that almost everyone will agree.

interest to work on “thankless jobs.” 
Memorize this line and never forget it: 
What's in it for me? Never accept un- 
paid positions without first asking your- 
self that question. Never. 

7. Spend your money on yourself 
and your family. Granted that we must 
give the necessary amounts for ap- 
pearances’ sake. But what if your 
church’s Sunday-school building is 
overcrowded? Get that high-priced 
convertible first. You didn’t have all 
those children. Why should you sacri- 
fice to give them a better classroom 
than you had as a kid? 

Emulate the families who make $10,- 
000 a year and succeed in giving not 
more than $75 to church and charity. 
If they can do it, so can you. 

8. Always insist on your rights. 
Never mind the other fellow’s rights. 
If he’s too stupid to look out for him- 
self, he deserves to be mistreated. 
Racial minorities, underprivileged chil- 
dren, the underfed Asians, the people 
across the tracks—there’ll always be 
such people. But this is the only life 
you have. Instead of fighting for the 
underdog, which is a treadmill battle 
at best, keep your own fences mended. 
Don't make the foolish mistake Thomas 
Jefferson made. He was so wrapped up 
in the nation’s troubles he mortgaged 
beautiful Monticello. Your rights come 
first. 

Even in small matters keep your 
guard. For example, I know one lady 
who watches the produce counter boy 
in our local supermarket. When he 
tries to slip in an undersize lemon or 
bruised cauliflower—wham!—does he 
get it! Now and then she reports the 
incident to the manager. 

9. Make the most of your ailments. 
This is not a must. But it helps in a 
pinch. Suppose you aren’t appreciated. 
People take your sacrifices and hard 
work for granted. Get sick. Oh, not bad 
sick, but get under the doctor’s care. 
Be seen going into his office. 

When one complaint gets stale, try 
another. Americans feed on novelty. A 
year at most is the “sympathy span” of 
one complaint. Buy a reliable home 
medicine encyclopedia. A single chap- 
ter contains symptoms for fifty years. 

Anybody capable of reading these 
few simple directions can begin today 
at home. I have seen these rules work. 
I know intimately dozens of persons 
with only average ability who have 
mastered these points. If you can’t do 
all nine at once, start with two or three 
and work up. Eventually, you will 

master every one. 

Once you're practiced, they take no 
thought. They become as automatic as 
breathing.
